Chamber wants Island N-plant

The B.C. Chamberof Com¬ 
merce Thursday endorsed 
the development of nuclear 
power for Vancouver Is¬ 
land. 

In its annual brief to the 
provincial cabinet, the 
chatpber said, “CANDU nu¬ 
clear power reactor units 


• B.C. asked to pay its debts more promptly. Page 22 

as developed by Atomic En¬ 
ergy of Canada and as con¬ 
structed and operated by On¬ 
tario Hydro have proven to 
be safe, very dependable and 
economically feasible and 
should be given most serious 
consideration.” 

The brief says, “special 


consideration should con¬ 
tinue to be given to the 
development of nuclear 
power with a plant situated 
on Vancouver Island be¬ 
cause there continues to be a 
relatively high growth of de¬ 
mand for electrical power on 
the Island; the supply of nat¬ 


ural gas and Alberta pro¬ 
duced petroleum is much 
more expensive . . . (and 
because) the underwater 
cable transmission of 
power ... is difficult to ob¬ 
tain and expensive.” 

It says “nuclear energy 
offers great potential as an 
economic energy source for 
the foreseeable future" and 


recommends that “the ap¬ 
plication of nuclear energy 
should be actively studied by 
B.C. Hydro. 

"Adverse publicity on nu¬ 
clear energy should be coun¬ 
tered with an appropriate 
public educational program 
presenting the best informa¬ 
tion available," it says. 

B.C. Hydro chairman Ro¬ 


bert Bonner has said Hydro 
is keeping an eye on nuclear 
development. 

Premier Bennett has said 
repeatedly that nuclear 
power is not needed now and 
will not be in the foreseeable 
future. 

The NDP is vigorously op¬ 
posed to nuclear develop¬ 
ment of any kind.

unification in flaming crash 

reviewers 
appointed 


PCs put grit 
on oil stand 


OTTAWA (CP) — Defence 
Minister Allan McKinnon 
has named a five-man group 
to investigate armed forces 
unification, an explosive 
issue that split the forces 
more than 10 years ago. 

McKinnon told a news con¬ 
ference Thursday he was 
virtually certain to support 
whatever conclusion the 
study group reached—either 
for or against an integrated 
military force. 

The report is to be submit¬ 
ted to McKinnon by Jan. 31. 
The minister said he would 
then discuss the document 
with cabinet and table the 
report in the Commons be¬ 
fore next summer. 

George Fyffe, executive 
vice-president of Digital 
Methods Ltd. and a former 
naval officer, will head the 
independent inquiry. Other 
members include Albert Le- 
gault, head of the Quebec 
centre of international stu 
dies at Laval University 
Harriet Critchley, a Univer 
sity of British Columbia pro 
fessor; retiring Major-Gen 
P.A. Neatby, deputy com 
mander of Canada's mobile 


command at St. .Hubert, 
Que., and retired Lt.-Col. 
Earl Olmstead of Ottawa. 

McKinnon said he and the 
study group had open minds 
on the issue and would not 
say where they stood when 
the unification debate erupt¬ 
ed in the mid-1960s. 

Paul Hellyer, who intro¬ 
duced unification when he 
was defence minister in the 
Pearson government, said 
Thursday that he stood by 
the policy, and would do it 
again. 

Hellyer, who later left the 
Liberal party for the Conser¬ 
vatives, said the inquiry it¬ 
self might have a bad effect 
on armed forces morale. 

An internal defence de¬ 
partment study this year 
pronounced unification a 
success. The military was 
more efficieht than it was, 
though some still questioned 
whether unification would 
stand the test of war, the 
study said. 

McKinnon said the depart¬ 
ment’s study was “self-serv¬ 
ing," in that it was carried

Labor boss raps 
‘bullying’ tactics

Ross Cameron, the former 
union leader who is now 
chief negotiator for the B.C. 
Systems Corp., accused the 
B.C. Government Em¬ 
ployees’ Union Thursday of 
trying to force him out of his 
job. 

"What they are trying to 
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do is get me fired—to put 
enough pressure on the cor¬ 
poration to have me re¬ 
moved from my post,” said 
Cameron, who served as 
president of the Victoria 
Firefighters Union before 
moving into his manage¬ 
ment job. 

His comments came as the 
bell sounded for round two 
Thursday in the BCGEU’s 
continuing slugfest with the 
Crown corporations. 

This time it has called for a 
strike vote by employees of 
the systems corporation at a 
time when it is getting ready 
to count the strike vote that 
has been completed by em¬ 
ployees of the B.C. Buildings 
Corp. 

The result of the BCBC 
vote, involving 1,200 em¬ 
ployees, should be known by 
tonight. 

Earlier, the union gave the 
Colonist the copy of a 
“leaked" document which it 
said was proof that Cameron 
was planning the training of 
management personnel as 
“strikebreakers” in the 
event of job action. 

Cameron said it had noth¬ 
ing to do with strikebreak¬ 
ing. He said a contingency 
plan was being formulated 
so that there wouldn’t be an 
interruption to the issuance 
of welfare cheques for the 
elderly. 

Thursday, BCGEU gen¬ 
eral secretary John Fryer 
announced that talks had 
broken down and that the 
union was applying for the 
services of a mediator, as 
well as calling for a strike 
vote. 

“The corporation has em¬ 
ployed a so-called ex-union 
leader as their chief negotia¬ 
tor," said Fryer in a pre¬ 
pared statement that at¬ 
tacked Cameron without 
identifying him by name. 


CAMPBELL RIVER 
(CP) — Five persons 
were killed Thursday 
when a light plane 
crashed on takeoff from 
Shoal Harbor on Gilford 
Island north of Campbell 
River. 

Dead arc pilot Paul Smith, 
51, of Quadra Inland, and 
passengers Morris Garry 
Mitchell of Courtenay, E. 
Batterbury, Ann Halliday 
and Andy Britsas, all of Van¬ 
couver Island. Police did not 
give their hometowns. 

The lone survivor was 
Marcel Lepage of Port Al- 
bemi, who was listed in seri¬ 
ous condition in Vancouver 
General Hospital with se¬ 
vere burns. 

Cause of the crash has 
not been determined, al¬ 
though Transport Canada 
officials were reported to 
have completed their in¬ 
vestigation at the crash 
site. 

The plane belonged to 
Gulf-Air Aviation Ltd. of 
Campbell River and was on 
what another pilot, Robert 
Pogue, described as the 8 
a.m. run to logging camps on 
the mainland coast opposite 
northern Vancouver Island 
when it crashed about 95 ki¬ 
lometres north of Campbell 
River near the Weldwood of 
Canada logging camp at 
Shoal Harbor. 

Pogue said the aircraft 
made scheduled stops as far 
as 110 kilometres north of 
Campbell River and was on 
its way back when the acc¬ 
ident occurred about 10:30 
a.m. 

First news of the crash 
came from the logging 
camp. A paramedic team 
airlifted the injured survivor 
to Port Hardy before the 
mercy flight to Vancouver. 

An RCMP helicopter with 
two officers from the Alert 
Bay detachment went to the 
crash site. 

Pogue said the aircraft, 
which held a maximum of 
six passengers, had been in 
service about five months 
and had not logged many air 
miles during that time. 

Meanwhile, the U.S. Coast 
Guard joined Canadian 
search planes in the hunt for 
an American-registered 
blue-and-white Cessna 206, 
missing on a flight from 
Smithers to Victoria with 
three people aboard. 

The pilot was identified as 
Philip Hardin of San Jose, 
Calif. The passengers were 
Ray McDonald of San Rafael 
and Dan Bailard of Vallejo, 
both in California. 

The plane left Smithers 
about 1:30 p.m. Wednesday 
bound for Pat Bay Airport 
via Prince Rupert. 

The search began Wedne- 


day night when a T-33 jet 
from CFB Comox tried to 
pick up signals*from the 
missing plane’s emergency 
locater transmitter. 

Thursday’s all-out search 
involved civilian aircraft 
from the Provincial Emer¬ 


gency Program units at 
Prince Rupert and Terrace 
as well as a Buffalo aircraft, 
a long-range Argus patrol 
aircraft and a Tracker from 
Comox, and a C-130 and 
large helicopter from the 
U.S. Air Force. 


A second search was still 
going on for a helicopter with 
a U.S. pilot aboard reported 
missing Sunday on a flight 
from Fort Nelson to Pen- 
hold, Alta. 

No trace has been found of 
the helicopter.

OTTAWA (UPC) — En¬ 
ergy Minister Ray Hnaty- 
shyn said Thursday the Lib¬ 
erals and New Democrats 
would have to “bear the 
consequences" of an elec¬ 
tion if they toppled the mi¬ 
nority Conservative govern¬ 
ment over Petro-Canada. 

Hnatyshyn said before a 
cabinet meeting that the fed¬ 
eral government was con¬ 
vinced Canadians “want a 
stake,” in the oil industry by 
having the government- 


owned oil firm sold to pri¬ 
vate interests. 

Both the Liberal and New 
Democratic opposition have 
angrily vowed to bring down 
the minority government if 
the company is sold. 

But Social Credit leader 
Fabien Roy said Thursday 
his party would side with the 
government in any vote of 
confidence over the Petro- 
Canada issue. 

He said the government's 
decision to sell off sections 
of the crown-owned corpora¬ 
tion conformed with his 
party’s policies.

Irritated truck driver turns away from ferry pickets 


Nagging question: 
can leaders lead?

Thursday’s half-day wild¬ 
cat strike on one of two main 
B.C. Ferry routes left a wor¬ 
risome question unanswered 
as both sides prepared for a 
first meeting today with in¬ 
dustrial inquiry commis¬ 
sioner Clive McKee: 

Can the leaders of the 
2,600-member B.C. Ferry 
find Marine Workers Union 
control the membership? 

Union president Shirley 
Mathieson says it was the 
“hard work" of four top offi¬ 
cers that ended the unauth¬ 
orized action at Nanaimo 
and Horseshoe Bay a few 
hours after it started. 

But no one seemed able to 
guarantee that there 
wouldn't be other outbreaks 
in spite of the union's plan to 
withhold official strike ac¬ 
tion for the time being. 

“The question that has to 
be asked,” said one of the 
principals in the dispute, “is 
whether the leaders have 
lost control of the member¬ 
ship.” 

There had been earlier in¬ 
dications that “radical" ele¬ 


ments within the union 
would instigate a walkout at 
Nanaimo’s Departure Bay. 
But when that failed to ma¬ 
terialize several days ago, 


Carter 
to visit 
Canada 

WASHINGTON (CP) — 
President Carter is expected 
to pay his first official visit 
to Canada early in Novem¬ 
ber for talks with Prime 
Minister Clark, Canadian 
embassy officials said 
Thursday. 

The most likely dates for 
the Carter visit are Nov. 9 
and 10, the officials said. 
They stressed, however, that 
the dates were not yet firm. 

Carter has had a standing 
invitation to visit Canada for 
some time, embassy offi¬ 
cials said, and the invitation 
was renewed by Clark at the 
recent Tokyo economic sum¬ 
mit meeting. 


the word was that the uniop's 
leaders had managed to 
squelch the move.

NEW YORK (AP) — Po¬ 
lice said Thursday that 
David Kennedy, 24-year-old 
son of assassinated U.S. Sen¬ 
ator Robert Kennedy, was 
attempting to buy cocaine 
shortly before becoming In¬ 
volved in an incident in Man¬ 
hattan’s Harlem district. 

Kennedy has alleged that 
he was attacked and robbed 
during a chance encounter 
with two men. 

“The kid is known as White 
James,” said a city police 
narcotics division source, 
who asked not to be named. 

"He was brought up to the 
area months ago by a black 
dude and said his name was 
James. But they got so many 
Jameses up here they put the 
tag White James on him, for 
obvious reasons." 

The source said that Ken¬ 
nedy got into an argument 
with a pusher over payment 
for cocaine but police ar¬ 
rived before any drugs ac¬ 
tually changed hands. 

The Post newspaper 
claimed that Kennedy ad¬ 
mitted to police that he was 
in the shabby Shelton Plaza 
hotel to buy drugs and quot¬ 
ed him as saying, “Please,

this can’t get in the press. I 
just want to get a plane to 
Hyannis.” Hyannis Port, 
Mass., is the summer home 
of the Kennedy clan on Cape 
Cod. 

The police narcotics 
source denied that young 
Kennedy made any incri¬ 
minating statement. 


Biggest volcano 
deadly for three 


TOKYO (AP) — Mount 
Aso, the world's largest vol¬ 
cano and a spectacular draw 
for tourists in southern 
Japan, suddenly turned kill¬ 
er Thursday, erupting in a 
shower of rock that killed 
three people and injured 16 
others, two seriously. 

The dead were a middle- 
aged Tokyo couple and a 
honeymooning high school 
teacher, whose bride was 
seriously hurt. 

The tourists, most of 
whom rode up by cable car to 
view one of the crater’s vol¬ 
canic cones, had nowhere to 
run from the deadly rocks. 


Some who fled back into the 
cable car shed were injured 
when rocks came crashing 
through the roof. 

The crater of the 1,600- 
metre-high Mount Aso, on 
Japan’s southermost island 
of Kyushu, is the world’s big¬ 
gest, measuring 27 kilo¬ 
metres north to south and 16 
kilometres cast to west. Five 
cones dot the huge crater, 
but only one, Nakadake 
Peak, remains active. 

The tourists had ridden up 
to Aso’s Naraodakc Peak for 
a look at Nakadake, about 
250 metres away. 


Fantasy-game cult confuses search 


EAST LANSING, Mich. (UP1) — An investigator 
hired to find a missing 46-year-old computer genius said 
Thursday he thought the boy was dead, but others searched 
for him in tunnels that are the sanctum of a fantasy-game 
cult. 

William Dear heads a Texas-based team of five private 
investigators hired by the parents of Michigan State 
University student James Dallas Egbert III. 

The precocious computer science sophomore was last 
seen Aug. 15 in his dormitory cafeteria. Campus police 
and private investigators have been searching for him. 

The search focused Thursday on steam tunnels that may 
have been the site of an elaborate, fantasy role-playing game 
called Dungeons and Dragons, which has developed a cult of 
followers. 

Left in the dorm room of the Dayton, Ohio, native was 
a thumbtack-studded bulletin board which could be a 


map—perhaps of the fantasy “dungeon" in which he went 
off to seek adventure. 

Also in the room was a suicide note, but experts indicate 
it was not written by Egbert. 

Richard Riddle, another investigator, said the team 
believed Egbert was dead because of the note, the unu¬ 
sually neat condition of his dorm room and his “involve¬ 
ment with other activities.” 

Dear said Egbert was active in the local homosexual 
community. 

Investigator Jim Hock said there was a “vague similar¬ 
ity” between the pattern of MSU’s steam tunnels and the 
bulletin board diagram left in Egbert’s room, although the 
map would be upside down and out of proportion. 

Hock said there were indications that MSU students 
who played Dungeons and Dragons sometimes acted it 
out in the basements of university buildings and intercon¬ 


necting steam tunnels. The tunnels have been scached 
without success, but Hock said they were being checked 
again. j_ 

The Dungeons and Dragons game, a popular amal¬ 
gam of fantasy and role-playing, apparently had widely 
varying rules, Hock said. The dungeons were created by a 
dungeon-master, who populated them with such monsters as 
gelatinous cubes and doppelgangers and made them en¬ 
ticing with hidden treasures. 

“It’s my understanding that these people up here are 
playing it in the basement of the student union building and 
interconnecting steam tunnels," Hock said. 

“They travel these as a party, role-playing verbally 
and kind of physically acting out this fantasy.” 

Some participants at a science fiction convention in 
Kentucky said they might have seen Egbert at a Dungeons 
and Dragons convention last month in Wisconsin.

OTTAWA (CP) — Defence 
Minister Allan McKinnon 
confirmed Thursday that a 
government report was 
highly critical of General 
Dynamics, one of the two 
finalists in a $2.34-billion 
fighter aircraft competi¬ 
tion. 

But McKinnon said he con¬ 
sidered General Dynamics 
still a contender for the big 
defence contract. He added 
that the critical report, 
which had not been released, 
had been superseded by a 
more recent document writ¬ 
ten by more senior govern¬ 
ment officials. He would not 
say what the new report con¬ 
cluded. 

He said news reports of the 
document might "hurt our 
bargaining position” with 
the two American firms. “I 
don't think the harm is irrep¬ 
arable."

Thornber was on the 
other side of the bargaining 
table in those earlier times. 

He was business agent and 
chief negotiator for the 
union before resigning 
shortly after the election of 
the new leaders In the sum¬ 
mer of 1977. 

Within two months of that 


election, the union member¬ 
ship struck for a week, defy¬ 
ing a 90-day cooling-off order 
from the provincial govern¬ 
ment. The strike ended after 
special meetings with the 
Labor Relations Board. 

A few months later, 
Thornber took a manage¬ 
ment job with the corpora¬ 
tion and later became its 
chief negotiator. 

Little progress was made 
this time in off-and-on bar¬ 
gaining attempts that 
spanned five months. 

The main issues have been 
wages, sick leave and use of 
casual labor. 

If McKee fails to bring 
settlement with non-binding 
recommendations, his 14- 
day period can be extended. 
The cabinet also has the op¬ 
tion of ordering a 90-day 
cooling-off period and bind¬ 
ing arbitration.

New moon‘Pioneer Rock 9 


MOUNTAIN VIEW, Ca.if. (UPI) 
Pioneer II spacecraft discovered 
new Saturn moon named "Pioneer 
Rock” during Its weekend flyby past 
the ringed planet, Scientists an¬ 
nounced Thursday. 

The announcement was the most 
spectacular of a list of surprising dis¬ 
coveries announced by NASA from the 
first spacecraft investigation of Sa¬ 
turn, the most distant planet from 
earth yet visited. 

“In the last two weeks our knowl¬ 
edge about Saturn has increased at 


least 1.000-fold,” said John Wolfe, 
chief Pioneer scientist. 

Besides the new moon, Pioneer 
found two previously unknown rings 
and mapped the planet’s magnetic 
field, an area which startled the scien¬ 
tists. 

Meanwhile, it was revealed that de¬ 
spite earlier NASA announcements, it 
was not a Russian satellite that ruined 
a key part of Pioneer’s Saturn explora¬ 
tion. 


Dr. Adrian Ingersoll of the Califor¬ 
nia Institute of Technology said a So¬ 
viet satellite earlier believed to have 
caused the interference was not trans¬ 
mitting at the time, and the loss of 
data is now believed to have been 
caused by solar flares. 

By calculating the masses of Sa¬ 
turn's moons, it was concluded that 
the main ones also were made mostly 
of ice, because the satellite’s were too 
light to contain much rock or metal. 


Pakistan snubs Jerusalem 


HAVANA (Reuter) — In a 
move which might have im¬ 
plications for Canada. Paki¬ 
stan has called on tbe 96- 
member non-aligned move¬ 
ment to sever economic and 
other relations with coun¬ 
tries recognizing Jerusalem 
"openly or implicitly” as the 
capital of Israel. 

Pakistani delegates said 
Thursday that a resolution, 


adopted by the political com¬ 
mittee of the non-aligned 
summit, will be presented to 
the heads of state for final 
approval. 


They said the resolution by 
implication refers to any 
state which has its embassy 
in Jerusalem, instead of Tel 
Aviv. 


Canada’s Prime Minister 
Clark announced during his 
election campaign that Can¬ 
ada would move its Israeli 
embassy from Tel Aviv to 
Jerusalem. 

However, amid mounting 
opposition from Arab states, 
the Canadian government 
later decided the proposal 
would be the subject of a 
detailed study before a final 
decision was made.

FOR PEOPLE who follow labor news, it is still 
somewhat of a jolt to see the name of that 
hard-nosed negotiator Norm Thomber in print 
— as a spokesman for management. 

Mr. Thomber was for so long the union 
man who spoke for ferry workers. Now he is on 
the other side as labor relations manager for 
the B.C. Ferry Corporation. He is bringing an 
important lesson for management bargaining 
teams with him. How many are listening? 

One of the significant failings in recent 
years among those who negotiate for employ¬ 
ers has been their reluctance to state their case 
for the public during contract talks or during 
any other labor hassle. This has beet) partular- 
ly true where public agencies have been in¬ 
volved. So often the reading, listening or view¬ 
ing public has had only a one-sided account in 
the news of what issues are involved, of what 
progress or problems are in bargaining con¬ 
tracts. The unions speak up. Management stays 
mum. The result isn’t news, it’s propaganda. 

Employer negotiators hide behind the 
claim that any exchanges in the media can only 
damage the bargaining process. Not so — as 
the experienced Mr. Thomber knows very well. 
Union spokesmen sometimes bluster about in¬ 
flammatory statements from the other side 
hindering negotiations but that is for con¬ 
sumption of the more gullible union member¬ 
ship. The bargaining teams which the big 
unions send into contract talks are far too 
sophisticated. They know that words from the 
other side can’t hurt them. 

In the present ferry contract dispute, Mr. 
Thornber has been speaking up for the employ¬ 
er, giving much-needed balance to the news. 
It’s about time. 


A sad comment 

ONE OF THE saddest commentaries on the 
poor public behavior and irresponsibility of 
young people in Greater Victoria’s Western 
Community — and the apparent resignation of 
educators to this state of affairs — was the 
remark made by a high school principal this 
week. 

Opposing the proposed development of a 
shopping centre on Jacklin Road, adjacent to 
Belmont senior secondary school, principal 
John Holt warned a public hearing that mer¬ 
chants in the centre would be confronted during 
the lunch hour by some 100 students “snacking, 
hanging about, shoplifting and throwing down 
garbage.” 

Implicit in Mr. Holt’s extraordinary com¬ 
ment appears to be the admission that not only 
is such behavior by many students a virtual 
certainty, but that nothing whatever can be 
done by teaching staff, school board, parents or 
anyone else to prevent it. 

That really is hard to accept. Could there 
not be close liaison with the shopping centre 
management to ensure that persistent loiter¬ 
ers, litterers and trouble makers are brought 
promptly to the school’s attention? For that 
matter couid teachers not take it in turns to 
patrol the shopping precinct and monitor the 
conduct of students? Surely these and similar 
measures, including appropriate punishment 
and the involvement of parents, would brighten 
the depressing picture painted by Mr, Holt? 

What Belmont school appears to need is a 
little less fatalism and a little more determina¬ 
tion and positive action.

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What building our armed forces could do 



TORONTO — Of all the internal 
problems facing the newly-elected 
Clark government, unemployment 
must seem the most 
insoluble. And yet if he 
had the inclination, the 
nerve, the understand¬ 
ing, Clark has it within 
his power to make a 
considerable dent in 
unemployment statis¬ 
tics. 

Some 850,000 Cana¬ 
dians are “officially'' 
out of work — that is, 
are actively looking 
for jobs. And maybe there are that 
same number again who’ve given up 
and are spiritually broken and content 
to exist on welfare. It's a hazard of our 
policy of cradle-to-grave dependence 
which no longer rewards individuality, 
initiative, enterprise, self-reliance. 
We now are conditioned to look to 
governments for solutions, not to our¬ 
selves. And this Increases dependency 
and reduces self-esteem. 

Unemployment figures could be cut 
drastically by the simple expediency 
of expanding the military. It wouldn't 
mean conscription or national service 
or anything Draconian. But it would 
entail a change in attitude and policy. 
If we simply decided, say, to expand 
recruiting and double the size of the 
Armed Forces from its present 80,000 
to 150,000 or even 200,000 it would 
immediately cut down on unemploy¬ 
ment. It would mean more jobs in the

permanent force to train and "edu¬ 
cate" the recruits; it would stimulate 
various industries which would have to 
equip and accommodate the expanded 
army. And, most important, it would 
be a chance to instil pride, direction, 
purpose into a lot of young lives that 
otherwise have no place to go and are 
destined to be flotsam unless they are 
very lucky. 

There is little understanding of the 
military in this country. There never 
has been. In peacetime we quarantine 
our forces in kiss-proof camps and 
bases far removed from civilian con¬ 
tamination. We have orders in Ottawa 
about the wearing of uniforms only on 
specific days so as not to give the 
impression of a military take-over. We 
seem ashamed of our Forces. 

The people aren’t, and if asked 
many would approve of some system 
where kids could go into the military 
for a year or two after high school, 
learn a trade, discipline, other values, 
meet fellow Canadians whom they 
might otherwise never be exposed to, 
and then return to civilian life, or 
continue schooling, or whatever. 

But our politicians are nervous 
about such a policy. Not that they 
privately wouldn’t agree, but they 
are convinced that they’d be publicly 
branded as war mongers or mili¬ 
tarists. And they are probably right. 


They would be. The media is largely 
suspicious and ignorant of the mili¬ 
tary, and the academic or intellectual 
community despises it almost as an 
“enemy,’’ (This is one of Trudeau’s 
legacies; he neither understood, ap¬ 
preciated nor liked the military. Nor 
they him). 

In fact Canada has badly served Its 
Armed Forces. Militarily we are 
among the weakest countries In the 
world. There is virtually no Third 
World country which isn’t stronger. Of 
the 80,000 or so in our Armed Forces It 
is doubtful if Canada could muster 
5,000 ’’fighting’’ or frontline soldiers, 
despite what anyone says. We have 
virtually no armor to mention and our 
■ tignting" aircraft were obsolete 15 
years ago. (As replacements we are 
considering the cheapest available, 
not the best possible for the job). Our 
navy, such as it is, is slower on top of 
the water than Soviet subs are under 
it! We can’t adequately protect our 
own sovereignty from foreign nations 
invading ouigjo-mile fishing limit to 
“steal” ouAwfuurces or chart our 
coasts. ^ 

Our one “elite” force — the Air¬ 
borne Regiment — was so resented by 
the Trudeau government that suspi¬ 
cions were that he wanted it disband¬ 
ed. It was shifted, illogically, from 
Edmonton to Petawawa, miles from 


an adequate airport and staging area. 
Even the former Defence Minister, 
Barney Danson. wondered out loud if it 
shouldn’t be disbanded because he 
didn’t approve of “elite” units (bad 
for the morale of others!) and re¬ 
marked that the Paras were over¬ 
trained and under-employed. 

Barney was so wrong. You can 
never have too much elitism in a mili¬ 
tary unit. Far from hurting morale it 
raises morale of the elite troops and 
encourages other units to measure up. 
And how can fighting soldiers be 
’’overtrained?’’ Under employed, yes, 
but hardly overtrained. 

A country like Canada shouldn't 
concentrate on infantry anyway, but 
should be like Japan which, propor¬ 
tionately, has about the same size 
military as we but has gone In for the 
most elite, highly-trained, most me¬ 
chanized and electronically equipped 
forces in the world. And the most 
“peaceful.” Japan won’t send its 
troops anywhere, won't let arms be 
exported and won’t employ nuclear 
weaponry. But it has gone the costly, 
sophisticated route that a rich country 
like Canada should have gone, but 
didn’t. 

It is too bad there is no chance of 
this happening, because there might 
even be political mileage in it. The 
public is not as hostile to the Armed 
Forces as conventional media, intel¬ 
lectual and political wisdom insists.

John Simonds, assistant tb 
CLC President Dennis 
McDermott, was in Nicara¬ 
gua July 28 as part of a 
five-person team dispatched 
by the 56-million-member 
International Confederation 
of Free Trade Unions 
(1CFTU) and its regional af¬ 
filiate, the Inter-American 
Regional Organization of 
Workers (ORIT). 

They met with Alfonso Ro- 
belo, Sergio Ramirez and 
Violeta de Chamorro, three 
of the five leaders of the new 
provisional government of 
Nicaragua as well as with 
the country’s new ministers 
of labor and social welfare 
who showed them a picture 
of utter tevastation through¬ 
out the (Suntry. 

Following the visit, the 
CLC joined a world-wide 
trade union campaign 
launched by the 1CFTU, 
calling for immediate emer¬ 
gency assistance, to be fol¬ 
lowed by longer-term help 
for the reconstruction of de¬ 
vastated Nicaragua.

The election of representa¬ 
tives for the Commons for 
Victoria took place on Mon¬ 
day, October 21, 1878, con¬ 
ducted under the new Do¬ 
minion Act — saloons being 
closed at 12 o'clock on Sun¬ 
day night and remaining 
closed all day Monday — and 
resulted in the election of Sir 
John A. Macdonald at the 
head of the poll by an over¬ 
whelming majority, and the 
electionof Mr. De Cosmos by 
58 votes over Mr. Davies. 

The Colonist editorial¬ 
ized the next morning: 
“The return of Sir John 
A. Macdonald was as¬ 
sured from the first, and 
the fact that the votes 
cast for him were almost 
equal to those cast for 
the two local gladiators, 
is evidence of Sir John's 
public popularity, and 
that of his government 
in his electoral district. 

It Is a matter for congra¬ 
tulations that the plot to 
place Sir John Macdon¬ 
ald second on the list 
failed. Mr. De Cosmos 
and Mr. Davies were 
until recently political 
friends, and when it is 
remembered that Mr. 
De Cosmos has had long 
experience as a wire¬ 
puller, that the entire in¬ 
fluence of the local Gov¬ 
ernment was cast in Mr. 
De Cosmos' favour; and 
that money was spent 
freely in his behalf, the 


wonder is that his major¬ 
ity was not greater. To 
the credit of the Domin- 
ipn Government it re¬ 
mains to be stared that 
they took no part what¬ 
soever in the contest, 
and exerted no Influence 
one way or the other 
That Mr. De Cosmos was 
opposed so strongly 
arose from the fact that 
he was believed to be 
disloyal to Sir John A. 
Macdonald and the Con¬ 
servative party. It was 
known that in 1874 Mr. 
De Cosmos stood and 
was elected as a sup¬ 
porter of Mr. Macken¬ 
zie, and that he predict¬ 
ed the fall of Sir John 
would prove a blessing 
to the country. To this 
hour he has never fur¬ 
nished a satisfactory 
reason for changing 
sides, and as the fall of 
Sir John did not prove a 
blessing, it has always 
seemed to us that an ex¬ 
planation was due to the 
constituency. We have 
thought from the first 
that the return of Mr. De 
Cosmos as Sir John's 
colleague would be a 
grave mistake. We shall 
be glad if, in the course 
of the next few months, 
it be shown that we were 
in error, and that Mr. De 
Cosmos will be found 
working as a loyal Con¬ 
servative. .. 

The days following the 
election, the defeated 
candidate wrote the fol¬ 
lowing letter to Sir John 
— who was now the duly 
elected Member of Par¬ 
liament for Victoria (de/ 1 
spite the fact he never in 
his lifetime set foot in 
Vancouver Island) and 
the Prime Minister of 
Canada;

My dear Sir: 

Although personally 
unknown to you, I take 
the liberty ot Informing 
you that I have Just had 
the honor ot contesting 
the second seat for Vfc- 
toria City in the Domin¬ 
ion Parliament. The Ma¬ 
jority (58) with which I 
was defeated, when the 
number of votes cast 
(1100) is considered, Is 
such that I shall feel en¬ 
couraged at the first ap- 
portunity to again come 
forward in the same 
good cause. I am glad to 
be enabled to congratu¬ 
late you on your return 
for the first seat, by so 
large a majority and I 
can assure you, that bad 
I been returned and you 
defeated I was prepared 
to resign my seat in your 
favor in accordance with 
advice which I Issued 
just before the election 
and which together with 
my address, l enclose 
for your perusal. 

I am proud to say, that 
in the struggle I had the 
support of many old 
Conservatives and per¬ 
sonal friends ot yours, 
who did not regard Mr. 
De Cosmos with favor 
in consequence of his- 
desertion of you in 1873 
and 1874.

On his return to Ottawa, 
McDermott said the CLC has 
already contacted several of 
its major affiliates regard¬ 
ing emergency relief funds 
to provide food, medical 
supplies, shelter, clothing 
and other supplies. In addi 
tion, he intends to meet with 
the Canadian government 
with a request to join the 
CLC campaign for emer¬ 
gency supplies and to pro¬ 
vide air transportation to get 
the supplies to Nicaragua as 
soon as possible. 

“Before his flight, Nicara¬ 
gua's dictator Somoza and 
his national guard delibera¬ 
tely destroyed what little 
was left after the civil war,” 
Simonds said. 

“Somoza absconded with 
the country’s entire foreign 
reserves. He then ordered 
the burning of Nicaragua's 
domestic currency and it is 
estimated that all that’s left 
is about $3 million currency 
in circulation. 

"And he deliberately des¬ 
troyed the country's medical 
supplies and equipment. 

"Rescue teams keep find¬ 
ing hidden underground pris¬ 
ons with prisoners unable to 
escape, dead or dying of 
starvation and on the verge 
of insanity after having been 
abandoned there." 

The week of July 22. a 
group of 142 men were found 
castrated and murdered. 
The corpses of 520 people 
have been found in the lake 
in front of Somoza's palace. 

“And every day more 
atrocities are being unco¬ 
vered by horrified volunteer 
rescuers. In addition, there 
are practically no crops as a 
result of the civil war. I feel 
like I've returned from 
hell," Simonds concluded. 

CLC president McDermott 
said the Congress considers 
its campaign to help the peo¬ 
ple of Nicaragua as a top 
priority. "Our neighbors are 
starving, destitute and eco¬ 
nomically ruined. We must 
help them, and fast. It’s our 
duty as humans and trade 
' unionists. I urge all Cana¬ 
dians to join the CLC in its 
campaign to save them." 

Any funds should be ad¬ 
dressed to CLC Nicaragua 
Relief Fund, care of his of¬ 
fice, McDermott said. 

The decision to send a mis¬ 
sion to Nicaragua was made 
by the 50 delegates, includ¬ 
ing McDermott and Si¬ 
monds. attending a meeting 
of the ICFTU Subcommittee 
for the Defence of Trade 
Union and Human Rights, 
held in Caracas, Venezuela.

Federal increase 
does not reduce 
G.A.I.N. benefit

I must take exception to 
the erroneous information 
contained in a recent letter 
from Miss Judith Burkett. 

It is simply not true that 
the provincial government 
reduces the G.A.I.N. supple¬ 
ment benefits paid to senior 
citizens every time the fed¬ 
eral portion of their benefits 
is increased, as Miss Burkett 
claims. 

On July I, for example, the 
maximum federal benefits 
of $310.28 for a single senior 
citizen were increased to 
$3)8.35. The provincial 
G.A.I.N. supplement of 
$38.88 was not reduced by 
one cent, so the recipient 
enjoyed the full benefits of 
the federal increase. Simi¬ 
larly, the maximum benefits 
for couples were increased 
$14.90 without any decrease 
in G.A.I.N. benefits. 

It has been the consistent 
policy of this government to 
pass on the increases in fed¬ 
eral benefits in their entirety 
without any decrease in the 
provincial G.A.I.N. supple¬ 
ment. Miss Burkett and 
other readers may be in¬ 
terested to know that British 
Columbia is one of only a few 
provinces that provide any 
supplement at all over and 
above the standard federal 
benefits. 

I believe the comments on 
S.A.F.E.R. should also be 
addressed. Admittedly, 
S.A.F.E.R. benefits are re¬ 
lated to income received in 
the previous year. Each

July, this benefit is recalcu¬ 
lated, based on income de¬ 
clared by recipients for the 
previous year. But I would 
like to set the record straight 
on Miss Burkett’s statement 
that August S.A.F.E.R. 
benefits were reduced by an 
amount corresponding to 
every increase in federal 
pensions since 1977. This is 
simply not true. 

In April, 1978, a pensioner 
with no other income re¬ 
ceived $305.42 per month. In 
April, 1979, that same pen¬ 
sioner received $349.16 — an 
increase of $-43.74. 

The adj ustraenl of 
S.A.F.E.R. benefits is made 
only once a year and, In this 
same case, benefits would 
have gone from $85 in June to 
$75 in July. However, this 
would be the case only where 
there is no rent increase. I 
am sure Miss Burkett will be 
the first to admit that most 
rents have increased in the 
past year. When recipients 
are faced with a rent in¬ 
crease — at any time 
throughout the—S.A.F.E.R. 
benefits are increased im¬ 
mediately on receipt of noti¬ 
fication. In addition. I would 
like to mention that the ceil¬ 
ing on rents was increased in 
September of last year for a 
single person from $175 to 
$205 a month. 

You will appreciate that 
these policies are complex 
and not easily explained in a 
short letter. But I believe I 
have a responsibility to the 
public to ensure that mis¬ 
leading statements such as 
Miss Burkett made are not 
allowed to go unrefuted.

On Aug. 14th you published a letter from biologist 
Paul George in which he made strong and specific 
revelations on the inadequacies of the B.C. Forest 
Service in dealing with forest management in general 
and problems in the Queen Charlotte Islands in particu¬ 
lar. 

He quoted senior foresters as recognizing that 
neither the new Forest Act nor existing forest policy 
bound them any longer to the principles of ‘sustained 
yield’ and that past over-cutting was a recognized 
fact. 

Mr. George wound up by laying the blame for this 
mismanagement of our renewable resource on the 
Professional Foresters’ Association who have consis¬ 
tently failed to warn the public of the ‘exploitation’ 
nature of our forest policy over the past two decades. 

Everything Mr. George has said can be well docu¬ 
mented on technical grounds and through statements 
made over the past few years by individual forest¬ 
ers, businessmen and concerned citizens. The situa¬ 
tion is getting very serious inasmuch as our timber re¬ 
serves and the renewal of our forests are increasingly 
an illusion of greenery and uneconomic trees. 

In fact, the Royal Bank in a recent review entitled 
Forest and Trees emphasizes Just such titles as: 
The picture of abundance is largely an illusion, and 
A staggering backlog of unproductive forest land, 
etc. 


Yet, despite many such warnings and much techni¬ 
cal evidence that a period of timber shortage and log¬ 
ging-job loss is looming with increasing certainty, the 
forest service is pursuing a policy that can only be re¬ 
ferred to as one of ’logging’ management. No amount of 
catch-up reforestation can now close the breach and 
only a reversal toward 'total forest’ management 
and sustained yield objectives can ensure maximum 
timber supply continuity. There is no such policy pres¬ 
ently outlined in the forest service. 

What is needed is that the Association of Profes¬ 
sional Foresters make a public statement to that effect 
or outline, for public Information and debate, the policy 
as they now see it. 

They need to explainwhyvast areas of lower grade 
timber, which could be logged economically In ‘con¬ 
junction’ with the better grades, have been allowed 
to become inoperable by the ‘creaming off’ of the best 
timber. In effect, the original sustained yield program 
set up 30 years ago was not miscalculated but simply 
mismanaged. 

They need to explain why spawning creeks are still 
being laid bare and slash-burnt contrary to stated 
policy. 

In fact the association needs to justify the ‘profess¬ 
ion’ of forester.

■Double standards shortchange- 
British pensioner in Canada 


About eight years ago it became apparent to 
British Old Age Pensioners living in Canada that 
they were being shortchanged by the British govern¬ 
ment. 

It has a double standard for pensioners who have 
paid identical contributions: (I) the increased rate 
paid to those who have continued to live' in Britain 
and (2) the rate that prevailed when those already in 
receipt of a pension left Britain to reside, perman¬ 
ently. in Canada. 

Payments to Old Age Pensioners in Britain have 
been increased by approximately three times the 
amounts paid nine years ago, and, in November a 
further increase is to be made 

No Increases or indexing has been granted by 
any U.K. government to British OAPs living in 
Canada even though the Canadian government in 
March 1977 passed Bill C 35, an act to amend the 
Old Age Security Act and to enable a reciprocal 
agreement to be reached between Canada and the 
U.K. on the same lines as the U.K. has with the 
U.S.A., the European community and other coun¬ 
tries. 

The new prime minister of the U.K. was asked 
last June to comment on the purchasing value of 
£8.20 for two persons each week ($19.27 at that date). 
The department of health and social security, 
replying at the request of Mrs. Thatcher, ignored the 
question and had to be pressed to answer. 

A month later they replied as follows: .. as the 
government's policy regarding payment of pension 


increases to pensioners living abroad is not related to 
the cost of living in other countries, there would be no 
point in the prime minister directing an enquiry on 
the lines suggested in your letter of June 2. Many 
British pensioners in Canada have, of course, written 
to us about the diminishing value of their British pen¬ 
sions. . . . One reason underlying the government s 
policy is that many of our pensioners abroad have 
qualified, or are in the process of qualifying, for pen 
sions in the countries In which they now live . . 

Copies of the correspondence were sent to Vic¬ 
toria MP Allan McKinnon, who replied: “The callous 
attitude and total disregard for any moral implica¬ 
tions in this letter are quite surprising. You will note 
the contrast between it and the enclosed copy from 
my colleague, The Hon. David Crombie (minister of 
national health and welfare) on the same subject." 

The letter from David Crombie contained the fol¬ 
lowing paragraph: “I have instructed my officials to 
leave no stone unturned in the search for an equit¬ 
able solution to the problem of British pensioners in 
this country. In the meantime, please be assured that 
any opening which may be provided by the British 
for resolving, in an equitable manner, the problem of 
their pensioners in this country will be pursued by 
the Government of Canada with sympathy and des¬ 
patch.”

It is particularly galling for the 
British Old Age Pensioner to read of 
pension Increases to people in Britain 
and those other countries with whom a 
reciprocal agreement has been con¬ 
cluded. while their own standard of 
living is deteriorating as inflation in¬ 
creases. 

I believe that John Crosbie, the 
federal finance minister, will be visit¬ 
ing the United Kingdom in about 
three weeks time, and it is very neces¬ 
sary that he is made aware of the 
difficulties that a frozen pension has 
given the people resident in Canada. 

I ask each and every one of 
you to write two letters — one to the 
prime minister of Canada, and one to 
the federal minister of health and 
welfare asking them to press our case 
with the British government, and en¬ 
sure that a reciprocal agreement is 
concluded at the earliest possible mo¬ 
ment. 

Many people do not see any evi¬ 
dence that hardship is being experi¬ 
enced, but I can assure all my readers 
that I have many calls and first hand 
experience that many are suffering, 
and it is only a few weeks ago that an 


appeal was made to me on behalf of a 
couple, who had been resident in Can¬ 
ada for some years, but had gradual¬ 
ly reduced their capital to bolster their 
British pension until it had gone. 

I had to ask the kind, and very 
understanding people of the welfare 
department, to take them into their 
care, and I am very pleased that 
they acted with speed and concern. 
But I could not help feeling that Can¬ 
ada should not be required to provide 
benefits to our people who had worked 
and PAID for their pension for more 
than 50 years, while Britain is allowed 
to forego its responsibility to the peo¬ 
ple who helped build the prosperity 
of the country, paid their dues, and 
fought for her in her hour of need. 
Now, they are in need, and they 
will not receive help unless they fight 
again, but this time for justice and fair 
play. 

Now is the time — write, write, 
and write again to our local MPs Don 
Munro and Allan McKinnon. Prime 
Minister Joe Clark and his ministers.

CALGARV (CP) — A 
Beaufort Sea oil discovery 
announced Wednesday by 
Dome Petroleum Ltd. repre¬ 
sents a “psychological turn¬ 
ing point” In the politics of 
Canadian energy, the presi¬ 
dent of Canadian Hunter Ex¬ 
ploration Ltd. said Thurs¬ 
day. 

John Masters, a Calgary 
geologist whose company 
has found large reserves of 
natural gas in northwestern 
Alberta, said gas exports 
have been opposed because 
of doubts about the long¬ 
term energy supply, but the 
oil discovery by Dome 
means “we are not running 
out.” 

He said in an Interview the 
discovery could put the 
Prudhoe Bay-Beaufort Sea 
area in the same league as 
southern Mexico, a petro¬ 
leum giant. 

Other industry observers 
greeted the news with enthu¬ 
siasm, but Dome remained 
cautious, warning that fur¬ 
ther tests are needed on the 
well, the M-13 Kopanoar, 
some 120 kilometres north¬ 
west of Tuktoyaktuk, 
N.W.T. 

Dome said in a news re¬ 
lease the off-shore well ap¬ 
pears capable of sustained 
production of 12.000 barrels 
a day. This would eclipse the 
production rate of any well 
discovered in Canada and 
compares with a production 
rate of 3,000-4,000 barrels a 
day for a major well in the 
prolific West Pembina area 
of Alberta. 

Oil analyst Ed Zederayko 
called the Dome discovery 
gigantic and a landmark in 
Canadian oil-industry his¬ 
tory. Dome's estimate, he 
suggested, is probably con¬ 
servative. 

Dome President Bill Ri¬ 
chards said the company is 
studying three groups of 
zones. The lower zones pro¬ 
duced water and the middle 
zones produced the finds an¬ 
nounced Wednesday. 

“We must reserve judg¬ 
ment on the upper group 
until tests are completed." 
he said in an interview. "Ini¬ 
tially, we thought they would 
contain gas, but now we 
would like to hold any specu¬ 
lation until tests are com¬ 
pleted.”

Lawrence Copithorne, a 
staff economist with the 
Economic Council of Can¬ 
ada, said in an interview that 
the tax structure also means 
B.C. secondary industries 
are incapable of competing 
in foreign markets. 

In a paper that was to have 
been published this month 
but was held up by a federal 
government restraint pro¬ 
gram, he concludes that 
forest companies pay high 
wages at the expense of gov¬ 
ernment revenues. 

Copithorne studied stum- 
page fees, a form of taxation 
applied to holders of forest 
land.

WEST INDIAN LINGUIST 
SIFTING AND SORTING 
FOR FIRST DICTIONARY 


Caribbean English: 
a beautiful jumble

Pity Dr. Richard Allsopp. 

The West Indian linguist has a task which is, under the 
best of circumstances, a difficult one: getting a handle 
on a language and capturing it in a dictionary, 

THE LANGUAGE he is working with is English, not 
the most regular of languages. Furthermore, the language 
he wishes to put into a dictionary is not just English but 
Caribbean English. aTorm of English as rich in its variations 
from the Queen’s as the history of the Caribbean. 

The Spanish, French, Dutch and English have all 
left their marks on the language as well as the history 
of the West Indies, a collection of former European co¬ 
lonics splashed around the rim of the Caribbean Sea. In 
addition, Africans who came there as slaves tossed their 
tribal dialects, vocabularies and syntax into the bubbling 
linguistic pot, which was spiced by the many new words 
necessary to describe the rich flora and fauna of the 
region. 1 £ 

WHILE MANY of the words in Caribbean English 
might seem perfectly understandable to the average Ca¬ 
nadian, their meanings are actually considerably differ¬ 
ent from what we know. Allsopp said during an inter¬ 
view at the linguistics department at the University of 
Victoria. A box to a Guyanan is not a crate. It is what a 
Belizan might call a syndicate. Still don’t know what it is? 
Try pardner, like a Jamaican. 

Each of those words means something different in 
Canada, but in the West Indies they all mean the same thing. 
On the other hand, none of them describes what It suggests to 
a Canadian. Try that for a puzzle. 

tn fact, there is no word in Canadian English to de¬ 
scribe the mysterious object: a fund to which several 
people contribute each week, with the “pot" (what Cana¬ 
dians would understand by that word) going to each contribu¬ 
tor in turn. It’s a West Indian form of savings account, and 
box, syndicate, and pardner do not exhaust its names. 
Barbadians call it a meeting-turn, Trinidadians a sousou. 

IN ADDITION to the fact that each island may 
use a different English word to describe the same object, 


they may sometimes use the same word to describe dif¬ 
ferent objects. A doctor bird in Barbados is not the same 
as a doctor bird in Guyana which is not a doctor bird in 
Jamaica. 

Since there is no dictionary of Caribbean English 
(Jamaican English docs have its own, however), there is no 
official spelling for many words. A popular fruit is some¬ 
times an ackee, other times an akee. A peculiarly West 
Indian word is spelled jook, chuck, chook, juc^ juke, or what 
have you. Scorned by educated West/firtfahs, the word is 
indeed a word because it describes a pTfftieular action—an 
underhanded jabbing action—and has a wide variety of asso¬ 
ciated meanings. While other words can be applied for these 
other meanings, only jook describes them all, which makes it 
a legitimate word, Allsopp maintains. Incidentally, our word 
jukebox, a music machine In which selections are made 
by pushing buttons, is'a descendant of jook. 

. IF YOU KNOW FRENCH, you might just understand 
what a St. Lucian means when he accuses you of mal-parler- 
inghim. On the other hand, you might not, even if you speak 
both English and French. He is accusing you of speaking ill 
of him, from the French parier and mal, with an Eng¬ 
lish "-ing" thrown in for good measure. 

That kind of construction is called "creole," and 
was a form of linguistic self-defence for people such as 
the St. Lucians, whose tiny island switched from French 
to English hands and back no fewer than 14 times. As All¬ 
sopp explains It, if I speak language X and he speaks 
language Y, we may speak XY, a "pidgin” language in¬ 
corporating words from both, to each other. Our de¬ 
scendants may grow up speaking XY, but neither X 
nor Y. at which point the pidgin becomes a creole, a 
new language with its own integrity. 

ANOTHER LEGACY of colonial times is the unusual 
order in which many West Indians list their daily meals. Tea 
is the first meal of the day, and breakfast is the main midday 
meal. That comes from plantation days when everyone 
gulped a quick cup of tea before heading out to work in the 
fields in the cool of the early morning. Later in the day, when 
much of the work had been done and the sun came out, 
they sat down for a hearty breakfast. Although cus¬ 
toms have changed with the end of slavery, the language 
has not.

Allsopp notes with interest some similarities between 
Canadian and Caribbean words. 

Portage and rapids, both words of French origin in¬ 
troduced by the voyageurs to the North American lexi¬ 
con, are used in Guyana with the same meaning, as a re¬ 
sult of French settlement there. The flavorful, firebaked 
bread that gave early gold prospectors their word sourdough 
has its Guyanese counterpart in porkknocker, for the pickled 
pork popular among South American prospectors. 

VJN SPITE OF the complicated state of the lan¬ 
guage, West Indians do understand each other, just as 
an American learns to live with petrol and lift on a visit 
to London, Allsopp says. 

Nevertheless, diversity has its problems. Develop¬ 
ment of standard examinations for English-speaking schools 
in the West Indies has been hampered by the lack of linguistic 
standards. West Indians have alsp had difficulty living 
completely at peace with their own language, frequently 
looking down on the local version in favor of the classic 
Oxford accent and vocabulary of their former colonial mas¬ 
ters. 

"WEST INDIANS are far less secure, culturally, 
because there has never been a dictionary of the lan¬ 


guage we speak," Allsopp said. "No matter what a 
West Indian says, he doesn’t really know who he is, and 
most West Indians are very sensitive about their lan¬ 
guage.” 

Aided not only by an academic interest but also by 
the development of national identities in the West Indies 
and grants from the Ford Foundation, West Indian govern¬ 
ments and the Canadian International Development Re¬ 
search Centre, among others, Allsopp has been working on 
his dictionary since 1969. He visited the University of 
Victoria to get a look at its new lexicographical research 
centre and the innovative computer system used for the 
Canadian Bi lingual Dictionary project. 

RELYING ON correspondents throughout the Caribbe¬ 
an sending him examples of Caribbean English usage. 
Allsopp will organize his dictionary around quotations, many 
of them from newspapers and legal opinions, to establish the 
credibility of each word, and develop the meaning from 
there. 

That’s the reverse order of most dictionaries which pul 
the meaning of the word first, and then back it up by 
quoting references, but with Caribbean English, estab¬ 
lishing that a word is indeed a word is one of the first 
priorities, Allsopp believes.

An astronomical feat — selling precision

Selling precision astro¬ 
nomical instruments to 
Switzerland has to be a 
tougher job than moving 
the proverbial coals to 
Newcastle. 

But that’s just what 
Victoria's Scott Plastics 
Ltd. has done. 

Two image slicers, 
which astronomers use in 
spectroscopic analysis of 
stars, arc nearing com¬ 
pletion in the tool shop of 
the plant, located at 21 
Erie in James Bay. 

They are destined for 
telescopes at the Europe¬ 
an Southern Observatory 
in Switzerland. 

Blayney Scott, presi¬ 
dent of the 27-year-old 
company, which is best 
known for its line of 
maritime products, men¬ 
tioned the Swiss deal 
after inviting reporters 
to the presentation of a 


newly-designed specto- 
graph to Dr. Jack Mac- 
Connell, staff astron¬ 
omer of the Venezuela 
National Observatory. 

The spectograph, de¬ 
veloped by Dr. Harvey 
Richardson, George 
Brealey and Ernie Pfan- 
nenschmidt of the Do¬ 
minion Astrophysical 
Observatory in Saanich, 
was custom-built by ma¬ 
chinists and toolmakers 
at Scott Plastics. 

At first glance it might 
seem odd for a firm in¬ 
volved in casting plastic 
to be building precision 
instruments with error 
margins of less than 
three one-thousandths of 
an inch and within l/60th 
of a degree of arc. 

But, as Scott explained, 
since the company has to 
make its own moulds for 
the plastic injection pro¬ 
cesses, the high-technol¬ 
ogy followthrough was a 
logical step, particularly

tools to Swiss 


in view of the fact that 
the observatory with its 
brains trust is only a 
few miles away. 

"It’s one of the many 
ways in which Cana¬ 
dians—and specifically 
Victorians—get some of 
their research tax dollars 
back,” he said. 

The spectrograph took 
about 1,600 hours of ma¬ 
chining time to build and 
carries a basic price tag 
of about $70,000. 

That doesn’t include 
ancillary equipment such 
as the power supply, the 
optics or the coatings on 
the lenses. 

The complex bits and 
pieces were machined 
under supervision of 
Tony Wagner. Most were 
carved out of solid blocks 
of aluminium and were 
given a non-reflecting 
matte black anodized 
coating by Wescraft Alu¬ 
minium in Central Saan¬ 
ich. 


The electronics were 
also built in Victoria. 

Venezuela’s MacCon¬ 
nell said the observatory, 
located at Merida, inland 
from the coast, had a 
one-metre telescope to 
which the off-axis spec¬ 
trograph will be at¬ 
tached. 

He said the Venezuelan 
government had looked 
all over the world for the 
best source of equipment 
and was advised to buy 
Canadian. 

Scott Plastics has the 
licence for the crown pa¬ 
tent on the Richardson- 
developed astronomical 
image slicers, which ef¬ 
fectively double the size 
of a telescope’s lens in 
analysing the spectrums 
of stars. 

More than 20 have been 
custom-built for such ob¬ 
servatories as Kitt Peak 
in the U.S., and in Po¬ 
land, Greece, Sweden 
and Hawaii.

Winnie s tree 
in fine shape 
50 years later

The trim, healthy English 
hawthorn tree growing near 
the Heywood Avenue soccer 
pitch in Beacon Hill Park is a 
living link with a memorable 
visit to Victoria 50 years 
ago. 

A small plaque at the base 
of the tree has a brief in¬ 
scription: “The Right Hon¬ 
ourable Winston L. S. Chur¬ 
chill planted this tree Sept. 6, 
1929.” 

Churchill had ended a 
month-long tour of Canada 
with a three-day visit to Vic¬ 
toria that set the town agog 
and provided reporters with 
pages of copy. 

Described in the Colonist 
at the time as “the late Chan¬ 
cellor of the Exchequer of 
Great Britain and one of 
the Empire’s most eminent 


statesmen,” Churchill ar¬ 
rived here on Wednesday, 
Sept. 4, 1929, accompanied 
by his son Randolph, his 
brother, Major John Chur¬ 
chill and his son John. The 
party stayed at Government 
House. 

The famous Churchillian 
energy was much in evi¬ 
dence on the first day of his 
stay here. 

He visited the Legislature, 
toured the naval base and 
drydock in Esquimau, read 
charts by Captain James 
Cook and political letters by 
Pitt the Younger in the Ar¬ 
chives, and was guest of 
honor at a dinner at Govern¬ 
ment House that night. 

The next day he made a 
luncheon speech on the state 
of the British Empire to the 
Canadian Club at the Em¬ 
press Hotel. Newspaper ac-

counts told of his "brilliant 
oration” and “masterly ex¬ 
position.” 

Churchill received “a tu¬ 
multuous reception when he 
arose to address the vast 
audience,” the Colonist Fri¬ 
day morning edition report¬ 
ed of the Thursday luncheon 
event. “Waves of applause 
and cheers greeted him." 

Churchill delivered a 
lengthy talk on European 
and world politics, stressing 
the importance of the Royal 
Navy in the Common¬ 
wealth. 


He drew loud cheers when 
he gave his impressions of 
Victoria: "Where else could I 
look for a better . . . culmi¬ 
nation of my tour than here 
in Victoria, where I am re¬ 
minded on every side of the 
small island from which I 
started out? . . 

The last day of his visit— 
Friday, Sept. 6—was equally 
busy. Churchill and his party 
motored over the Malahat in 
the morning, visited Christ 
Church Cathedral in the 
early afternoon and then 


proceeded to the “Mayor's 
Grove" at the park where 
Churchill planted an Eng 
lish hawthorn (may) sap 
ling. 

It was the last thing he did 
on his 1929 visit to Victoria 
before boarding the 4:30 p.m 
Seattle-bound steamer for 
the start of his return jour¬ 
ney to England. 

Fifty years have passed 
and a now-mature tree 
stands in splendor by the 
playing field, a tangible re¬ 
membrance of that visit.

Vancouver has a definite 
weakness on right wing, 
where only Stan Smyl and 
Rick Blight seem to have 
NHL credentials.

It's been slow but it's been 
steady. 

That remains a fair as¬ 
sessment of the progress 
being made by harness-rac¬ 
ing at Sandown, now only 
two days away from the end 
of its second summer-long 
meeting. 

Attendance at the about- 
to-end 65-day meeting is up 
only slightly over last year, 
but there has been a sharp 
increase in wagering and 
there is more reason to be 
encouraged than disappoint¬ 
ed. 

That's the feeling of Jini 
(The Younger) Keeling, gen¬ 
eral-manager of Sandown 
Raceway, who labels the 
1979 meeting “a modest suc¬ 
cess” and is looking ahead to 
making the improvements 
which he feels are needed 
before the standardbreds 
can show a profit. 

“Looking back on the sum¬ 
mer the two things that stand 
out in my mind are the qual¬ 
ity of racing we had and the 
tremendous increase in 
knowledge our fans dis¬ 
played about the sport of 
harness-racing,” Keeling 
said Thursday. 

“Several knowledgeable 
visiting horsemen and track 
operators were surprised at 


the quality of the horses 
here, and even the lowest 
claimers ran true to form for 
the most part. I don’t keep 
statistics on this but I’m cer¬ 
tain there were as many 
photos needed to separate 
horses this summer as you 
will find at any track any¬ 
where.” 

Betting has been almost 
exactly what had been anti¬ 
cipated. Before the meeting 
started. Keeling predicted 
that the daily average would 
be between $95,000 and $100,- 
000, and the final figure will 
be in the vicinity of $98,000. 

"This,” said Keeling, “ is a 
22 per cent gain over last 
year and one of the biggest 
increases of any track in 
Canada, but we raced more 
races per day for part of the 
summer and new tracks can 
be expected to grow more 
quickly than established 
tracks. Our attendance gain 
has been only about two 
per cent, and I’m convinced 
that to improve on that we 
must engage in a long-term 
program of capital improve¬ 
ments to bring Sandown fa¬ 
cilities up to the standards 
that people demand today.” 

Among the first facilities 
to be upgraded will be the 
tote system. It will be a com¬ 
puterized tote which will 


permit all types of betting at 
all windows, including the 
popular Triactor, and also 
give out instantaneous odds 
and pay-offs. 

"We are also going to pro¬ 
vide video equipment, with 
sound, that will be capable of 
showing the replays in 
color,” Keeling added. “We 
arc going to improve the ac¬ 
cess roads, washrooms and 
the lounge and will probably 
install mutuel machines in 
the lounge.” 

He said that no final deci¬ 
sion had been yet made on 
the construction of a half- 
mile track, but that if one is 
built it will be inside the 
present five-furlong strip 
and will be for the exclusive 
use of harness-racing. 

“Long-range plans,” he 
concluded, “are for a club¬ 
house that will either be part 
of a new grandstand or be¬ 
side the existing grandstand, 
which would be renovated. 
And the backstretch area 
will have to be enlarged and 
improved.” 

On the track Thursday, 
Joe Hudon and Keith Linton 
marked time in their close 


struggle for meet driving 
honors, Shirley Mohawk pro¬ 
vided a surprise and Smok¬ 
ing Ellen was the most im¬ 
pressive. 

A three-year-old filly with 
obvious potential, Smokin 
Ellen, with Dave Jungquist 
at the reins for the first time, 
handled best-ever opposition 
with a fine stretch run in the 
sixth race. The time of 2:05 
1/5 was one and two-fifths 
seconds better than the win¬ 
ner’s previous best and only 
a fifth of a second slower 
than turned in by winner 
Spotlight Jim in the feature 
race. 

Shirley Mohawk, making 
it in the late yards in the fifth 
race, provided the biggest 
straight payoff ($19.46) and 
combined with the 4-1 Mon- 
tecristo Chip for an $89.50 
Exactor. 

Linton, who regained the 
lead momentarily by win¬ 
ning the first race, didn't 
make the first three in his 
other three drives and re¬ 
mained three percentage 
points behind Hudon, who 
had a last-race win and two 
place finishes in five starts.

That will clean out the 
$250,000 remaining in the 
team's bank account. 

Ron Lancaster, the former 
star quarterback who now is 
head coach of the team, said: 
“1 can’t see the Roughriders 
ever ceasing operation in the 
CFL. 

"But who am I to say? 
Around here we’ve always 
just taken for granted that 
some how, some way, there 
will be football in Regina." 

Staseson said the fortunes 
of the Canadian Football 
League team during the last 
two seasons have included 
all the tragic scenes from a 
soap opera. 

The bad luck that has 
wiped out the team's $550.q00 
nest egg in two seasons can't 
last forever, he said. 

Last season, the effects of 
a construction strike when 
Taylor Field was being ex¬ 
panded and the highest num¬ 
ber of injuries in the CFL 
drained $300,000 out of the 
team's bank account. The 
team fell short by 3,000

$300,000 lower. Staseson 
said. 

This year, "the black 
cloud continued to hang over 
our heads," he said.

sphere, turning the situation 
around will not be easy.

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Air Canada extends seat sale 


TORONTO (CP) - Air 
Canada is extending its fall 
seat sale to short flights 
within the country, cutting 
the fare between Toronto 
and Montreal in half, com¬ 
pany officials announced 
Thursday. 

Previously, the sale had 
applied only to flights of 
more than 1,600 kilometres. 


The sale begins Oct. 14 and 
ends Nov. 23. 

Reservations for these 
half-price tickets for places 
such as Ottawa, Winnipeg, 
Halifax and Saint John, 
N.B., must be made at least 
14 days in advance. Passen¬ 
gers on these sale flights are 
required to stay at least 
three days at their destina¬ 
tions or return on the nearest 


Sunday to the day they 
leave. 

The maximum stay al¬ 
lowed is 30 days. 

A return flight to Montreal 
from Toronto during the sale 
will cost $62 instead of $124 
and to Halifax $104 instead of 
$208. 

Last week the Civil Aero-, 
nautics Board in Washington 
refused to allow sale seats on 


flights between Canada and 
the U.S. after thousands of 
tickets had been sold. 

The U.S. rejected Air Can¬ 
ada's sales because Canada 
continually turned down 
bargain-priced fares that 
U.S. airlines attempted to 
offer in Canada. 

CP Air is not matching Air 
Canada's seat sale. It runs a 
bargain-priced SkyBus sys¬ 
tem of its own on flights to 


Vancouver, Edmonton and 
Calgary. 

Typical fares from Vic¬ 
toria are $73 return to Cal¬ 
gary (regularly $146), to Ed¬ 
monton $81 return (regularly 
$162), to Saskatoon $103 
($206). 

Even flights to Vancouver 
from here get in on the bar¬ 
gain rates. Return ticket 
price is to be $30, half the 
present tariff.

“It’s less than our first 
proposals, but far more than 
they first offered,” said Mac 
St. John, spokesman for the 
International Alliance of 
Theatrical and Stage Em¬ 
ployees. ’’We’re very 
pleased with it.”

“They (also) agreed to a 
dental and eye-care plan 
starting in the first year in 
the contract to not only cover 
the people working now. but 
also the retirees,” St. John 
said. 

The contract will be put 
before the union member¬ 
ship through a mailed ballot 
within the next week, St. 


John said, adding that he has 
no doubt the pact will be 
ratified. 

“We will send it out with a 
recommendation to accept,” 
he said. “There is no reason 
to assume the membership 
will not accept. We think 
they will.”

Chamber asking 
province to pay 
debts promptly

The B.C. Chamber of Com¬ 
merce Thursday asked the 
provincial government to 
pay its debts more prompt¬ 
ly 

In its annual brief to the 
provincial cabinet presented 
by chamber president R. A. 
Petrick of Dawson Creek, 
the chamber said business 
could not afford long delays 
between billing and receipt 
of the government cheques 
in payment for services ren¬ 
dered. 

“We have received com¬ 
plaints, many complaints, 
from local chambers of com¬ 
merce about this problem,” 
the 36-page brief stated. 
“Excessive periods of time 
have elapsed before certain 
overdue debts have been 
paid by the government. 
Business and representa¬ 
tives of business cannot af¬ 
ford to pay costs of financing 
beyond those committed by 
contract.” 

The government aims for 
payment within 30 days of 
being properly invoiced, but 
officials admit that target is 
often missed. 

While seeking quicker 
payment from the govern¬ 
ment, the chamber also 
asked that citizens be re¬ 
lieved of paying so much to 
government in the form of 
taxes. 

Specifically, the chamber 
asked that the four per cent 
sales tax be removed from 
natural gas and ether heat¬ 
ing fuels used for residential 
purposes or in manufactur¬ 
ing. 

The chamber argued that 
gas and oil used for residen- 
tial purposes should be 
classed with food and other 
essentials to life as far as the 
sales tax is concerned. 

In the manufacturing field 
it argued that the sales tax 
relief would generate expan¬ 
sion “in secondary industry 
and assist primary indus¬ 
tries to lower costs to allow 
them to be more competitive 
in the marketplace.” 

Failure of the government 
to provide the tax relief for 
industry, the brief stated, 
“contradicts efforts to en¬ 
courage the development of 
secondary industry in B.C. 
and to lessen our economic 
dependence on the primary 
industries of forestry and 
mining.” 

The brief also reminded 
the government of its elec¬ 
tion promise to remove 
school taxes from residen¬ 
tial property, and said the 
chamber was “deeply con¬ 
cerned" that not only had the 
promise not been fulfilled 
but that there was no indica¬ 
tion that it would soon be 
forthcoming. 

The chamber recommend¬ 
ed that the provincial gov¬ 
ernment pick up 50 per cent 
of approved school budgets 
for 1979 and start a 10 per 
cent a year phase out of 
school taxes on property 
over a five-year period 
starting in 1980. 

Urgent action was called 
for in health care with imme¬ 
diate start on construction of 
“complete care” hospitals 
of between 450-500 beds in 
size where such hospitals are 
needed. 

The chamber also wants 
the government to extend 
paramedical services to 
cover all costs incurred by 
senior citizens using the 
paramedic service. It also 
wants the government to 
pick up the tab for the trans¬ 
portation of patients by road 
or air, the cost of special 
medical attendants, and spe¬ 
cialized medical treatment. 

As a short-term solution 
for problems created in doc- 
tor-short or health care- 
short areas of the province, 
the chamber recommended 
greater use of mobile dental 
and medical clinics financed 
by the government. 

It also had suggestions on 


how to distribute tax dollars 
to reduce the number of peo¬ 
ple receiving welfare. That 
suggestion involved the 
transfer of a portion of reha¬ 
bilitation funds from human 
resources to the travel indus¬ 
try and the public works 
ministry "so as to provide 
jobs for some of those on 
social welfare to enable em¬ 
ployables to earn their social 


welfare in place of being 
given it.” 

On the environmental 
front, the chamber asked the 
government to confine de¬ 
velopment on rivers and 
streams to “only where it 
can be shown that such de¬ 
velopments are in the best 
interests and will not unduly 
damage major salmon 
runs."

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Clinic water fouled for months 


QUEEN CHARLOTTE CITY, 
B.C. (CP) — Human and animal 
wastes intermittently polluted the 
water supply of a health clinic in 
this Queen Charlotte Islands com¬ 
munity for several months until a 
new line was installed this week, 
according to a health official. 

Diane MacKenzie, administra¬ 
tor of health and human resources 


centres on the islands, said the 
clinic now draws its water from a 
well at nearby Queen Charlotte 
City Regional Hospital after hav¬ 
ing to boil and disinfect its water 
for months. 

The clinic previously took its 
water from a nearby creek. At 
times plastic jugs were used to 
bring water in and dressings were 


done at the hospital instead of the 
clinic. 

A report by Russ Seltenrich, 
chief public health inspector for 
the Skeena Region Health Unit, 
says the water and sewage system 
for most of Queen Charlotte City’s 
800 residents is unsafe and the 


spread of disease is inevitable un¬ 
less it is changed. 

The community is generally 
supplied by water lines with un¬ 
protected intakes in nearby 
streams but some residents and 
some public buildings, like the hos¬ 
pital, are supplied by private 
wells.■

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Equality hits ‘rock bottom’ 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The National Organization 
for Women charged this week the University of Ala¬ 
bama has paid athletic scholarships to female students 
for providing “entertainment" for male athletes the 
school Is recruiting. 

The school said the practice of escorting prospective 
university athletes is above-board, and denied that 
athletic scholarships were given to the female partici¬ 
pants. 

Holly Knox, director of NOW’s Project on Equal 
Education Rights, made the charge during a news 
conference at which she said Alabama is the worst state 
in the nation — "rock bottom" — in giving women equal 
treatment in education. 

For its low ranking. NOW awarded Alabama the 
“Silver Snail” — a sculpture of a snail suggesting slow 
progress on women's rights. 

Ms. Knox said the South as a whole is the worst 
offender of women’s rights, because “these are areas 
where women have never been seen as equals to 
men.” 

She charged that the University of Alabama, as late 
as 1976, offered athletic scholarships to girls “for the 
entertainment of male athletes the school wanted to 
recruit.” 

The school called these coeds “hostesses,” she said.

Tuesday that it is offering a partial cash rebate or a 
credit note for the Corning products to as many as 
18.5 million owners of the defective product. 

“We feel our unit is superior to the American 
company’s but we’ve decided to warn customers to 
stop using them for safety’s sake,” said Richard 
Riley, general manager of the Canadian company. 

Details of the program will be announced in 
about two weeks, he said. 

The recall in the United States was prompted by 
about 7,000 complaints since 1972 from consumers 
who have scalded themselyes when the handles fell 
off because of a failure in the glue attaching the 
metal band to the pot.

Noel deTilly, company spokesman, said the 19- 
inch television sets, sold between 1974 and 1976 under 
the Seats name brand, are being called in for 
repair. 

Laboratory tests have shown that a transistor in 
the sets may overheat and catch fire which could 
spread to other inflammable parts. 

“We want to fix it before there are any acci¬ 
dents,” he said, adding that the company has had no 
complaints so far. “It’s really a very simple thing to 
fix." 

Sets in question are identified on the cabinet as 
model number 14030, chassis number C984 20095. 


Java prices 
jump again 

TORONTO (CP) — Coffee prices are going up for 
the fourth time in three months. 

General Foods Ltd. announced Tuesday increases 
in the wholesale price of regular coffee by 25 cents a 
pound and instant coffee by 2.7 cents an ounce. 

This rise brings the increase since June 6 to 75 cents 
a pound but the worst may be yet to come. Industry 
spokesman say frost damage in May reduced Brazil's 
expected 1980-81 coffee harvest by 23 per cent. 

Frank Drea, Ontario minister of consumer and 
commercial relations, said the impact of the Brazilian 
frost won’t be fully realized until next year. 

The increase likely will be absorbed by restaurants 
for a while but retail stores can be expected to pass the 
increase on to customers. 

“The increase would probably have to be passed on 
to the consumer, I really can’t see any other way,” said 
Allister Graham, general manager of the Oshawa 
Group’s Ontario Food division. 

This year's first increase was 10 cents a pound on 
June 6 followed by 15 cents on June 29. On July 11, an 
increase of 25 cents a pound was announced for regular 
ground coffee only. 
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Diabetes myth dispelled 

‘You can’t catch

ST. LOUIS (UPI) - 
When 7-year-old Barb 
was diagnosed as being 
diabetic, her parents and 
teachers were briefed on 
what had to be done, and 
her classmates were told 
what her doctor thought 
they needed to know. 

But the next day, no¬ 
body would play with her. 
The problem, said Lynne 
Kipnis. was that no one 
had thought to mention 
that "You can't catch 
lfc diabetes from a friend." 

That’s the title of a 
children’s book written 
by Ms. Kipnis of St. Louis 
and Susan Adler of Balti¬ 
more. former classmates 
at Washington Univer¬ 
sity. The isolation Barb 
experienced led directly 
to the book. 

"I told her parents it 
would be good if she had 
some kind of booklet to 
take back to school and 
explain what diabetes 


it from a friend’ 


is," Ms. Kipnis said in an 
interview at the depart¬ 
ment of psychology at St. 
Louis Children’s Hospi¬ 
tal. 

"The parents thought 
that was great, and I was 
really proud of myself. 
Then they came back the 
next week and said there 
weren’t any books like 
that." 

The book is about 
Karen. Danny, Colleen 
and Robert, four diabetic 
children, and how their 
lives and their families 
are affected by their ill¬ 
ness. 

Twice a day Karen has 
to inject herself with in¬ 
sulin. Danny has to be 


careful about the foods 
he gets when he swaps 
lunches at school, and he 
asks for an apple instead 
of a cookie. 

Colleen tests her urine 
daily and is afraid if the 
tests 'don't come out just 
right. Robert works so 
hard cutting lawns on a 
hot day he has an insulin 
reaction and has to have 
a quick dose of sugar. 

The book is aimed at 
diabetic children, their 
siblings and their peers. 
But Ms. Kipnis hopes the 
stories and vivid pictures 
that go with them will 
dispel misconceptions 
about diabetes shared by 
adults as well. 


’’Kids are pro- 
grammed from an early 
age that they shouldn't go 
near Johnny, he has a 
cold,” she said. "It takes 
a long time to undo this 
attitude. Parents may be 
upset when their child 
brings home a friend who 
is diabetic, and teachers 
may not want diabetic 
children in their class. 

“I don’t think our book 
is scary, but the photo¬ 
graphs are concrete. 
There’s no question that 
that girl is giving herself 
a shot in the thigh. You 
can see it right there.” 

The authors insisted 
that the book have photo¬ 
graphs, not drawings, so 
that the message they 


wanted to deliver was 
realistic. 

“One of the only other 
books of this kind we 
could find was something 
called My Friend, Mr. 
Hypo," Ms. Kipnis said. 
"It had cartoons and fea¬ 
tured a diabetic child who 
has a friend that is a 
hypodermic needle.” 

Once the book was fin¬ 
ished, a publisher had to 
be found. That process 
took a while, Ms. Kipnis 
said, because they kept 
getting what she called 
encouraging rejections. 

"One person said go 
ahead and write it, but 
don’t mention diabetes 
too often. That’s like say¬ 
ing, ’Write a book about 
religion, but don’t men¬ 
tion God.’” 

Finally Triad Publish¬ 
ers of Gainesville, Fla., 
which put out mainly 
scientific books but 
wanted to broaden its 
catalog, published the 
book earlier this year. 


Dear Dr. Donohue: Can 

you help me with some infor¬ 
mation about arsenic poi¬ 
soning? My husband all but 
died of it, and the doctor said 
he must have swallowed 
enough to kill a horse. Now 
he is in constant pain and 
gets dizzy. His eyes are so 
bad he can hardly read, and 
he has spells where his whole 
body is numb for up to five 
minutes at a time. If I knew 
more I think I could be of 
more help to him. — Mrs. 
M.K. 

Arsenic poisoning is chief¬ 
ly a rural problem, occuring 
in areas where sprays con¬ 
taining arsenic compounds 
are used. Your husband 
seems to have had serious 
chronic exposure to get these 
symptoms. I trust he Is get¬ 
ting the appropriate medical 
help. The chief medicine is 
called BAL (dimercaprol). 
This is the standard anti¬ 
dote, and very effective. 
Yet. total recovery from ar¬ 
senic poisoning can take 
months, especially if there 
are serious nerve involve¬ 
ments. which seems to be the 
case with your husband. 

The amount of arsenic ex¬ 
posure required to make a 
person sick varies among in¬ 
dividuals. Some orchard 
workers, for example, may 
be exposed to relatively high 
levels without effect. An¬ 
other person exposed to far 
lower levels might become 
very sick from it. 

The symptoms are such as 
you describe them — muscle 
ache, general weakness, 
anemia, burning of hands 
and feet, and general numb¬ 
ness throughout the body. 
The compounds are also ab-

sorbed by the kidneys and 
intestines as well as by the 
nerves, so you should watch 
for signs of these complica¬ 
tions. Except for this and 
being sure he is getting his 
medicine properly your 
chief role now is supportive 
— to make recovery from 
this unpleasant experience 
as comfortable as possible. 
In some, the effects may 
linger indefinitely. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: What 
causes fatty tumors and can 
they be dissolved without re¬ 
sorting to surgery? I have 
read of people who have 
taken vitamin C and A, also 
lecithin and rutin for them. I 
have too many of them for 
surgery.— R.S. 

The cause of lipomas 
(fatty tumors) is not known, 
but vitamins or any of the 
other substances you men¬ 
tion will not get rid of them. 
At present, the only way to 
remove them is with sur¬ 
gery. That, as you suspect, is 
impractical if there are 
many of them. Lipomas are 
usually harmless, and may 
run in families. See Mrs. B’s 
letter below. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I have 
a lump on my right shoulder 
which my doctor says is a 
lipoma. Can a lipoma ever 
become malignant? Mine is 
quite painful at times be¬ 
cause it is at a place where 
the bra rubs it. Could or 
should it be removed — Mrs. 
B.

One might be¬ 
come infected and be painful 
enough for removal, and it is 
frequently done for those in 
problem areas as is yours. A 
malignancy has been known 
to arise near a lipoma, but 
this does not mean the lipo¬ 
ma caused it. The trunk, 
breasts, back of the neck, 
and the forearms are other 
common lipoma areas, al¬ 
though they may occur else¬ 
where. 


Dear Dr. Donohue: I'm a 
frisbie freak and I fly for 
hours every day in (he sum¬ 
mer Is it possible to get 
tendonitis from this? — 
N.D. 

Certainly. You can call 
this "frisbie elbow.” The 
treatment is the same as 
with any tendonitis — rest of 
the joint, heat, anti-inflam¬ 


mation medicine, or, if the 
inflammation is great, corti¬ 
sone injection. Rest and heat 
usually do the job. Happy 
flying. Try the other arm 
while resting your dominant 
side.

Garden Notes 


In my last column we discussed 
some of the ancient superstitions sur¬ 
rounding the peony, and in this con¬ 
nection 1 should point out that this is 
undoubtedly one of the hardiest of all 
our perennial flowers. 

Even the Canadian Arctic holds no 
terrors for this plant, for at least one 
of its ancestors comes from the bitter¬ 
ly cold, windswept plains of Siberia, 
where It was at one time highly prized 
by the Mongols for its roots, which 
provided valuable food. 

Another ancestor of our modern 
peony grows wild in the colder parts of 
North China, and since the beginning 
of time the women of China have 
bathed their faces in water distilled 
from the petals of this flower. 

About three months ago I had a 
letter from a reader complaining that 
she couldn't get her peony to bloom. 
Purchased and planted in the spring of 
1977, it grew well but failed to produce 
any buds or flowers, so the following 
spring she moved them to a sunnier 
location. 

Still no blooms, so this last spring 
she shifted her plant again, this time 
to a specially prepared bed enriched 
with purchased topsoil and old rotted 
manure, but when her neighbors' 
plants were blooming their heads off 
in early June, not even a single flower 
bud appeared on her husky plant. 

She was convinced, of course, that 
her dealer had sold her a dud plant and 
she was all for digging it up and 
consigning it to the incinerator. Ac¬ 
tually, the fault was entirely hers, and 
for two reasons. 

First, peonies should be planted or

transplanted in the fall rather than the 
spring, and second, she didn't allow 
her plant to remain in one place long 
enough to get itself properly estab¬ 
lished. The annual transplanting 
would have been enough to discourage 
almost any perennial plant, but espe¬ 
cially the peony, which is always re¬ 
sentful of any root disturbance. 

It is the nature of the peony to 
perform best when allowed to settle 
down comfortably in the one place for 
a span of four or five years, in rich but 
rather heavy loam soil, and with sun 
for at least half the day. However, 
there comes a time in the life of every 
herbaceoqs plant when it becomes 
overcrowded and congested, and when 
it has exhausted all the goodness in the 
soil of its planting site. 

When this occurs, there is nothing 
for it but to dig it up. divide the roots 
and replant the pieces. 

The best time to perform this 
operation is when the first reddish fall 
coloring appears in the leaves, usually 
in September. 

Ease your overgrown peony clump 
out of the ground gently, then cut off 
all the top growth right down close to 
the root, and the only safe place for 
this material is the incinerator. We 
have had a lot of peony disease here¬ 
abouts — an infection that causes the 
flower buds to rot or dry up — and 
burning or burying deeply the spent 
top growth is a good preventive mea¬ 
sure. 

Now you can divide your clump of 
roots into smaller pieces, using a long 
knife or an old hacksaw blade. Don't 
cut them up too small, for while any 


small piece with an "eye” is capable 
of growing into a flowering plant, such 
small bits could take as long as four 
years before they start blooming. 
Larger pieces with three to five eyes 
should bloom next year or the year 
after. 

It is a good idea to enrich the 
planting site with plenty of old rotted 
manure, or failing this, with peat moss 
dampened with a fish fertilizer solu¬ 
tion. Dig these materials in widely — 
don’t just dump them in the bottom of 
the planting hole — for we want our 
peony roots to spread out sideways as 
well as pushing down. If you have any 
wood ashes from your fireplace or 
incinerator, dig them in too, for peon¬ 
ies require a bit more potash than 
most of our garden plants. 

In planting your pieces of root, be 
careful not to set them in too deeply. 
The eyes or growth buds in the tops of 
the roots should be covered with only 
two inches of soil. Roots planted much 
deeper than this will grow but they 
won't bear any flowers, while shal¬ 
lower planting may allow the roots to 
dry out.

Thoughts at Large: 

• Invariably, there seems to be an 
inverse ratio between the number of 
writers of a television show and its 
quality: If it takes 10 writers to com¬ 
pose a program, it will be one-tenth as 
good as if composed by one.

• With all our technological 
savvy, why is it still impossible for a 
food company to turn out a canned 
soup that even faintly resembles, in 
strength, flavor and aroma, the kind 
that can be made at home?

(My 
Deity, at least, would find intermin¬ 
able invocations rather boring and

• Perhaps the most important of 
all the important sentences Thoreau 
wrote is scarcely ever noted or quoted: 
“It is never too late to give up your 
prejudices.” 

• By indiscriminately identifying 
pleasure with “sin” — such as dancing 
or card-playing — the Puritan, who 
intended to give pleasure a bad name, 
merely succeeded in giving sin a good 
one. 

• What is wrong with a “positive 
mental attitude” is that it expresses 
only half a truth: it is valuable, and 
even essential, when things look bad, 
but can be fatally fatuous when things 
look good. (Half the trouble in the 
world comes from people being cheer¬ 
ful when they should be concerned.) 

• The more we increase leisure 
without at the same time expanding 
the capacity to enjoy it creatively, the 
more we generate boredom that either 
sinks into apathy or springs into ag¬ 
gression.

Last of two parts

Since it’s birth in 1912, the 
B.C. Forest Service protec¬ 
tion branch has traditionally 
been "the little red fire 
wagon" responsible for con¬ 
trolling forest fires. 

Its mandate had been laid 
down two years earlier by a 
royal commission which had 
stated: "Protection from 
fire is the supreme need of 
our forests.” 

And that’s the way things 
remained in forest protec¬ 
tion until about 10 years ago 
when surveys of B.C.’s vast 
forest reserves showed that 
timber destroyed by fire, 
even in a bad fire year, was 
minimal when compared 
with the damage done by 
insects and disease, 

Together they kill an esti¬ 
mated $370 million worth of 
timber a year, and that is 
the conservative estimate. 
Other estimates indicate 
that an amount equal to 
one—third of the annual cut 
may be lost to the combined 
invasion of insects and dis- 


DURING THE last 10 
years the annual harvest 
from B.C. forests has varied 
between 1.0 and 2.5 billion 
cubic feet. In 1977, the last 
vear for complete figures, 
the cut was 2.1 billion cubic 
feet. 

Chief forest protection 
officer Don Owen said in a 
recent interview the control 
of insects and disease is far 
tougher than firefighting. 

' 'We have come a long way in 
perfecting our technique in 
fighting fire," he said. “1 
think we have one of the 
finest organizations and 
operating forces anywhere 
in the" world. But when It 
comes to insects and dis¬ 
ease, we haven’t even begun 
to scratch the surface." 

And w hen they do start to 
"scratch” it is often in the 
face of outraged cries from 
environmentalists who see 
only the threat to animal life 
and have little regard for the 
actual threat to the economy 
of the province. 

At stake in the battle for 
t he forest harvest are 25 pulp 
mills, 650 sawmills, 30 ve¬ 
neer and plywood plants and 
about 100 shingle mills, plus 
other numerous wood-using 
plants. 

COMBINED, THE forest 
industry directly employs 
nearly 10 per cent of the B.C. 
labor force, indirectly em¬ 
ploys five per cent of the 
labor force in industries sup¬ 
plying the forest industry 
and stimulates an estimated 
10 per cent of the employ¬ 
ment opportunities in ser- 
v ice-type industries. 

The forest industry is re¬ 
sponsible for 60 per cent of 
the value of provincial ex¬ 
ports. 15 per cent of all capi¬ 
tal and repair expenditures, 
15 to 25 per cent of provincial 
revenues, and 50 per cent of 
added value in all manufac¬ 
turing. 

On an annual basis, it ships 
17 million tons of finished 
products, receives 65 million 
ions of supplies by truck, rail 
and water transport, gen¬ 
erating about half a billion 
dollars in freight revenue in 
the process. 

It purchases $1 billion 
w orth of goods a year, half of 
it from within the province 
and it spends $100 million on 
roads in the development of 
the forest resource. 

AND COMPETING for 
every dollar and every job 
are a dozen or so species of 
insects with cute names, and 
less than half-a-dozen dis¬ 
eases—diseases which kill 
more trees than insects and 
fire combined. 

In recent years the spruce 
budworm has captured most 
of the headlines in B.C. 

But, ancient enemy to the 
forests though it is, it takes 
second seat to the mountain 
pine beetle which is at pres¬ 
ent infesting lodgepole pine 
forests in major proportions

in three areas of the prov¬ 
ince. 

One of the more serious 
infestation areas lies south 
of Fernie where, says 
Forests Minister Tom Wa- 
terland, “the devastation 
has to be seen to be be¬ 
lieved.” 

Ironically, the infestation 
started in Glacier National 
Park, where the authorities 
chose to depend on nature’s 
balance to rectify the moun¬ 
tain pine beetle invasion. 

MOTHER NATURE didn't 
'come through and the army 
moved, slowly but irrevo¬ 
cably, into commercial tim¬ 
ber. 

A forest protection bulle¬ 
tin tells the story of the fight 
against the mountain pine 
beetle succinctly: "Forest 
insect research in B.C. 
began with the mountain 
pine beetle in 1919, but as yet 
no method of absolute con¬ 
trol has been found. 

“We continue to experi¬ 
ment,” Owen said. “We 
know, fqr example, that if 
we can raise the tempera¬ 
ture of a tree quickly we can 
kill the beetle. But that 
method ,is time consuming 
and terribly expensive.” 

In simplified terms the 
method Involves the quick, 
controlled firing of each tree 
infested, not to burn the tree 
but to raise the bark and 
internal temperature long 
enough to kill the bug. 

"If there were only a few 
trees we could do it," said 
Owen. "But it is impractical 
and Impossible when dealing 
with an entire forest.” 

Other methods of control 
involve what protection offi¬ 
cers call the "green attack." 
That Involves locating in¬ 
fested areas In the early 
stages and logging ahead of 
the invading army, thus de¬ 
priving It of its food. 

BUT EVEN that method 
isn’t foolproof because while 
It is possible to log ahead, it 
isn’t possible to predict the 
direction the pine beetle will 
take. 

“Hot-logging," as the pro¬ 
fessionals call It, has result¬ 
ed In up to 2,000 acres of 
lodgepole pine being brought 
down only to find that the 
beetle has marched in an¬ 
other direction. 

"Such a drastic solution 
disrupts long-range harvest¬ 
ing plans and causes concern 
among wildlife conserva¬ 
tionists," a forest service 
bulletin states tersely. 
"Wood product companies 
and government must ab¬ 
sorb the high cost of building 
logging roads to the threa¬ 
tened timber, while the dent 
in future harvest involves 
financial losses that may be 
passed on to the commu¬ 
nity." 

In addition to the infesta¬ 
tion near Fernie there are 
serious problems at Canal 
Flats to the north. The most 
serious infestation is at 
Kleena Kleene near Tatla 
Lake. 

The forest service does 
have one shot left in its lock¬ 
er. 

It knows that the mountain 
pine beetle only attacks ma¬ 
ture trees older than 80 

years. 

“WE DON’T know why it 
doesn’t attack young trees or 
for that matter anything 
under 75-80 years of age," 
Owen said. “What we are 
trying to do now is work out a 
formula where we can log 
ahead, taking the trees at a 
younger age and thus har¬ 
vesting the timber while 
keeping the beetle in 
check.” 

Adding to the forest pro¬ 
tection headache is its own 
efficiency in dousing forest 
fires. 

"By eliminating fires 
quickly we may be adding to 
the insect problem," Owen 
said. “Fire in the forest has a 
sanitizing effect. We lose 
some valuable timber, a lot

of useless timber, and it 
keeps down insect infesta¬ 
tion.” 

The forest service bulletin 
states: “Before fire preven¬ 
tion campaigns were as suc¬ 
cessful as they are now, 
the dense stands were regu¬ 
larly ravaged by wild fires 
which thinned and renewed 
the stands. Fire was such an 
integral part of the lodgepole 
pine’s life that the tree de¬ 
pended on the heat left after 
a fire to open its seed 
cones." 

With the pine bettle prefer¬ 
ring mature trees and fire 
eliminating old growth, the 
young trees grew with few 
problems. 

AND THAT fact leads the 
forest protection service into 
one of the strange anomalies 
of our times. Half the year It 
devotes most of its time to 
putting out fires, the other 
half it travels the province 
lighting them or ordering 
forest companies to light 
them. 

"Prescribed burning" 
they call it, and every fall it 
touches off serious com¬ 
plaints from the public, in¬ 
cluding some irate cabinet 
ministers who can’t be con¬ 
vinced that slash burning is 
essential to good forest man¬ 
agement. 

"It’s like a giant garden 
cleanup,” Owen said. “It 


rids the forest of a year long 
accumulation of logging de¬ 
bris which could become a 
major fire hazard if left, it 
encourages new tree growth, 
it assists in the control of 
insects and disease and It im¬ 
proves the wildlfe habitat." 

Owen admits the smoke 
from slash burning Is a nui¬ 
sance, “but it is a far lesser 
evil than If we left the slash 
where it was.” 

Slash burning has been 
compulsory in parts of B.C. 
since 1938. At that time an 
accumulation of slash from 
the year before touched off 
the disastrous Campbell 
River fire which eventually 
covered 75,000 acres, much 
of it prime forest land. 


SINCE 1967 slash burning 
has been comp’ulsory 
throughout B.C. 

But for all their efforts the 
forest protection service 
admits the bark beetle, the 
spruce bark beetle, the 
Douglas fir bark beetle, the 
mountain pine beetle, the 
budworms—western spruce 
and blackheaded—the 
moths, the cutworms, the 
larch sawfly and the larch 
casebearer, the hemlock and 
the saddleback looper, the 
spruce weevil and the forest 
tent caterpillar, not to men¬ 
tion the balsam woolly 


aphid, have the upper hand. 

How serious is the prob¬ 
lem? 

“The people of B.C. can no 
longer afford such stagger¬ 
ing losses. Our available 
forest land is shrinking due 
to new roads, dams, ecologi¬ 
cal reserves, parks and 
urban expansion. In the last 
10 years it has shrunk 10 per 
cent. 

"Some believe It will 
shrink another 10 per cent in 
the next decade." The quote 
is from a forest service bro¬ 
chure. 

How serious is the forest 
size reduction from insects 
and disease? 

FINAL FIGURES for this 
year are not yet in, so add 
generously to the following 
totals: 

• Vancouver forest re¬ 
gion: Budworm, 13,000 acres 
severely defoliated; 50,000 
defoliated, 14,000 acres 

“gray". 

• Kamloops: Mountain 
pine beetle, 27,000 acres 
gone; the budworm 64,000 
acres light to moderate defo¬ 
liation; the two-year cycle 
budworm, another 15,000 
acres. 

• Prince George: The 
two-year cycle budworm has 
covered 186,000 acres “very 
light-light." The spruce bark 
beetle has covered 135,000 
acres, with infestation, 


“light,” more than 37,200 
acres; “moderate,” more 
than 77,800 acres and 
“heavy,” more than 20,000 
acres. Significantly, the In¬ 
fested area last year co¬ 
vered 95,000 acres. 

• Prince Rupert: Spruce 
beetle, 30,000 acres, while 
the mountain pine beetle has 
claimed 20,000 “red-topped 
trees,” which means des¬ 
troyed. 


• Cariboo: Mountain pine 
beetle, 78,000 acres; two- 
year cycle budworm, 60,000 
acres; the one-year cycle 
budworm, 8,000 acres In the 
Clinton area. 

• Nelson forest district: 
Mountain pine beetle, 5,500 
acres, with other figures 
“not compiled but showing 
substantial Increases." 

To put all that into dollars 


and cents the estimated pest 
loss will be six million cunlts 
this year. Each cunit gen 
erates $23 90 in provincial 
and federal revenue. 

AND TO break the cost 
down into the practical 
realm, lumber lost to pests in 
the B.C. forests this year 
would be sufficient to build 
350,000 houses. 

Based on Canada Mort¬ 
gage and Housing Corpora¬ 
tion figures the dollar value 
of 350,000 houses would be 
$3.5 billion.

Teachers 
seeking 
12% raise 

VANCOUVER (CP) — British Columbia teachers said 
Thursday they plan to ask for salary increases of 12 
per cent when bargaining begins later this month 

Al Blakcy, president of the B.C. Teachers Federation, 
told a news conference teachers plan to follow the provincial 
government’s advice and seek increases in line with those 
won by unions in the private sector. 

Blakey said teachers have fallen behind other groups in 
recent years. Last year the average wage increase for 
the 28,000 teachers was 7.8 per cent, he said. 

Under the Public Schools Act, federation locals and 
school boards must begin bargaining by Sept. 20 each 
year. If an agreement is not reached by Oct. 14, the pro¬ 
vincial government appoints a conciliator. 

If an agreement is not reached by Nov. 15, the par¬ 
ties go to binding arbitration. 

He said he thinks school boards can afford the in¬ 
crease, despite budget squeezes by the provincial govern¬ 
ment.

The B.C. Chamber of Com¬ 
merce Thursday endorsed 
the development of nuclear 
power for Vancouver Is¬ 
land. 

In its annual brief to the 
provincial cabinet, the 
chamber said, "CANDU nu¬ 
clear power reactor units 


• B.C. asked to pay its debts more promptly. Page 22 


as developed by Atomic En¬ 
ergy of Canada and as con¬ 
structed and operated by On¬ 
tario Hydro have proven to 
be safe, very dependable and 
economically feasible and 
should be given most serious 
consideration." 

The brief says, “special 


consideration should con¬ 
tinue to be given to the 
development of nuclear 
power with a plant situated 
on Vancouver Island be¬ 
cause there continues to be a 
relatively high growth of de¬ 
mand for electrical power on 
the Island; the supply of nat¬ 


ural gas and Alberta pro¬ 
duced petroleum is much 
more expensive . . . (and 
because) the underwater 
cable transmission of 
power ... is difficult to ob¬ 
tain and expensive." 

It says “nuclear energy 
offers great potential as an 
economic energy source for 
the foreseeable future” and 


recommends that “the ap¬ 
plication of nuclear energy 
should be actively studied by 
B.C. Hydro. 

“Adverse publicity on nu¬ 
clear energy should be coun¬ 
tered with an appropriate 
public educational program 
presenting the best informa¬ 
tion available,” it says. 

B.C. Hydro chairman Ro¬ 


bert Bonner has said Hydro 
is keeping an eye on nuclear 
development. 

Premier Bennett has said 
repeatedly that nuclear 
power is not needed now aqd 
will not be in the foreseeable 
future. 

The NDP is vigorously op¬ 
posed to nuclear develop¬ 
ment of any kind. 


McKinnon and Fyffe 


Five die, one hurt 


unification in flaming crash 

reviewers 
appointed 


OTTAWA (CP) — Defence 
Minister Allan McKinnon 
has named a five-man group 
to investigate armed forces 
unification, an explosive 
issue that split the forces 
more than 10 years ago. 

Mc Kinnon told a news con¬ 
ference Thursday he was 
virtually certain to support 
whatever conclusion the 
study group reached—either 
for or against an integrated 
military force. 

The report is to be submit¬ 
ted to McKinnon by Jan. 31 
The minister said he would 
then discuss the document 
with cabinet and table the 
report in the Commons be¬ 
fore next summer.

CAMPBELL RIVER 
(CP) — Five persons 
were killed Thursday 
when a light plane 
crashed on takeoff from 
Shoal Harbor on Gilford 
Island north of Campbell 
River. 

Dead are pilot Paul 
Smith, 51, of Quadra Is¬ 
land, and passengers 
Morris Garry Mitchell of 
Courtenay, E. Batter- 
bury, Ann Halliday and 
Andy Britsas, all of Van¬ 
couver Island. Police did 
not give tneir home¬ 
towns. 

The lone survivor was 
Marcel Lepage of Port Al- 
berni, who was listed in 
serious condition in Van¬ 
couver General Hospital 
with severe burns. 

Cause of the crash has 
not been determined, al¬ 
though Transport Canada 
officials were reported to 
have completed their in¬ 
vestigation at the crash 
site. 

The plane belonged to 
Gulf-Air Aviation Ltd. of 
Campbell River and was on 
what another pilot, Robert 
Pogue, described as the 8 
a m. run to logging camps on 
the mainland coast opposite 
northern Vancouver Island 
when it crashed about 95 ki¬ 
lometres north of Campbell 
River near the Weldwood of 
Canada logging camp at 
Shoal Harbor. 

Pogue said the aircraft 
made scheduled stops as far 
as 110 kilometres north of 
Campbell River and was on 
its way back when the acc¬ 
ident occurred about 10:30 
a.m. 

First news of the crash 
came from the logging 
camp. A paramedic team 
airlifted the injured survivor 
to Port Hardy before the 
mercy flight to Vancouver. 

An RCMP helicopter with 
two officers from the Alert 
Bay detachment went to the 
crash site. 

Meanwhile, the U.S. Coast 
Guard joined Canadian 
search planes in the hunt for 
an American-registered 
blue-and-white Cessna 206, 
missing on a flight from 
Smithers to Victoria with 
three people aboard. 

The pilot was identified as 
Philip Hardin of San Jose, 
Calif. The passengers were 
Ray McDonald of San Rafael 
and Dan Bailard of Vallejo, 
both in California. 

The plane left Smithers 
about 1:30 p.m. Wednesday 
bound for Pat Bay Airport 
via Prince Rupert. 


Thursday’s all-out search 
involved civilian aircraft

NEW YORK (AP) — Po¬ 
lice said Thursday that 
David Kennedy, 24-year-old 
son of assassinated U.S. Sen¬ 
ator Robert Kennedy, was 
attempting to buy cocaine 
shortly before becoming in¬ 
volved in an incident in Man¬ 
hattan’s Harlem district. 

Kennedy has alleged that 
he was attacked and robbed 
during a chance encounter 
with two men. 

“The kid is known as White 
James,” said a city police 
narcotics division source, 
who asked not to be named. 

“He was brought up to the 
area months ago by a black 
dude and said his name was 
James. But they got so many 
Jameses up here they put the 
tag White James on him, for 
obvious reasons." 

The source said that Ken¬ 
nedy got into an argument 
with a pusher over payment 
for cocaine but police ar¬ 
rived before any drugs ac¬ 
tually changed hands. 

The Post newspaper 
claimed that Kennedy ad¬ 
mitted to police that he was 
in the shabby Shelton Plaza 
hotel to buy drugs and quot¬ 
ed him as saying, "Please,

Biggest volcano 
deadly for three 


TOKYO (AP) — Mount 
Aso, the world’s largest vol¬ 
cano and a spectacular draw 
for tourists in southern 
Japan, suddenly turned kill¬ 
er Thursday, erupting in a 
shower of rock that killed 
three people and injured 16 
others, two seriously. 

The dead were a middle- 
aged Tokyo couple and a 
honeymooning high school 
teacher, whose bride was 
seriously hurt. 

The tourists, most of 
whom rode up by cable car to 
view one of the crater’s vol¬ 
canic cones, had nowhere to 
run from the deadly rocks. 


Some who fled back into the 
cable car shed were injured 
when rocks came crashing 
through the roof. 

The crater of the 1,600- 
metre-high Mount Aso. on 
Japan's southermost island 
of Kyushu, is the world's big¬ 
gest, measuring 27 kilo¬ 
metres north to south and 16 
kilometres east to west. Five- 
cones dot the huge crater, 
but only one, Nakadake 
Peak, remains active. 

The tourists had ridden up 
to Aso’s Naraodake Peak for 
a look at Nakadake, about 
250 metres away. 


Fantasy-game cult confuses search 


EAST LANSING, Mich. (UPI) — An investigator 
hired to find a missing 16-year-old computer genius said 
Thursday he thought the boy was dead, but others searched 
for him in tunnels that are the sanctum of a fantasy-game 
cult. 

William Dear heads a Texas-based team of five private 
investigators hired by the parents of Michigan State 
University student James Dallas Egbert III. 

The precocious computer science sophomore was last 
seen Aug. 15 in his dormitory cafeteria. Campus police 
and private investigators have been searching for him. 

The search focused Thursday on steam tunnels that may 
have been the site of an elaborate, fantasy role-playing game 
called Dungeons and Dragons, which has developed a cult of 
followers. 

Left in the dorm room of the Dayton, Ohio, native was 
a thumbtack-studded bulletin board which could be a 


map—perhaps of the fantasy “dungeon” in which he went 
off to seek adventure. 

Also in the room was a suicide note, but experts indicate 
it was not written by Egbert. 

Richard Riddle, another investigator, said the team 
believed Egbert was dead because of the note, the unu¬ 
sually neat condition of his dorm room and his "involve¬ 
ment with other activities.” 

Dear said Egbert was active in the local homosexual 
community. 

Investigator Jim Hock said there was a “vague similar¬ 
ity” between the pattern of MSU’s steam tunnels and the 
bulletin board diagram left in Egbert's room, although the 
map would be upside down and out of proportion. 

Hock said there were indications that MSU students 
who played Dungeons and Dragons sometimes acted it 
out in the basements of university buildings and intercon¬ 


necting steam tunnels. The tunnels have been seached 
without success, but Hock said they were being checked 
again. 

The Dungeons and Dragons game, a popular amal¬ 
gam of fantasy and role-playing, apparently had widely 
varying rules, Hock said. The dungeons were created by a 
dungeon-master, who populated them with such monsters as 
gelatinous cubes and doppelgangers and made them en¬ 
ticing with hidden treasures. 

"It's my understanding that these people up here are 
playing it in the basement of the student union building and 
interconnecting steam tunnels,” Hock said. 

“They travel these as a party, role-playing verbally, 
and kind of physically acting out this fantasy.” 

Some participants at a science fiction convention in 
Kentucky said they might have seen Egbert at a Dungeons 
and Dragons convention last month in Wisconsin.

(IWA)

People make 
difference, 
says new boss

NANAIMO — People, not sys¬ 
tems, make the difference in local 
government. 

That was the message new city of 
Nanaimo administrator Bob Box-, 
well had when he met the press 
here recently. 

Boxwell will not take up his new 
duties until early October but he 
was in Nanaimo to confirm his 
acceptance of the post and look 
over the city at the same time he 
gave the city a chance to look him 
over. 

Boxwell’s appointment was ap¬ 
parently controversy-free, but the 
year-long search for the person to 
take the city’s top job was riddled 
with controversy. And, Boxwell 
will be working with a city council 
that has generated more than its 
share of its own squabbles. 

Boxwell, however, is unper¬ 
turbed by the prospects. He said he 
saw the Nanaimo job as just one 
more challenge in a life he has pur¬ 
posely filled with challenge and 
change. 

And, he is not particularly con¬ 
cerned about what systems, such 
as wards, committees and depart¬ 
ment organizations, the city has 
now or may have in the future. 

“I don’t care what system any¬ 
one has—sometimes it seems like 
there is endless debate about sys¬ 
tems. I’ve seen very progressive 
systems that didn’t work, and some 
traditional systems that shouldn’t 
have worked that did.” 

He said it is the personalities of 
the people in the systems, not the 
systems that make the real differ¬ 
ence. 

And, he added, it is communica¬ 
tion that makes the difference in 
the way any system works. 

“There is a real need for the 
bureaucrats and the public to un¬ 
derstand each other.” 

He is coming here from a city 
that is in many ways like Nanaimo 
and in other ways very different. 

Moncton, N.B., calls itself the 
hub city of the Maritimes, just as 
Nanaimo boasts of being the hub of 
Vancouver Island. 

Fisheries and forestry are big 
industries there just as they are 
here. 

Just like Nanaimo, Moncton was 
amalgamated a few years^go. 

Moncton has a population of 56,- 
000, comparable to Nanaimo. 

There are some big differences 
between the two cities, too. 

Moncton has a population split of 
about 60-40 per cent English and 
French-speaking. 

Moncton has a council of 10 
councillors and a mayor, with eight 
of the members coming from the 
four wards and two elected at 
large. 

The ward system, he noted, 
works in some ways and doesn’t 
work in others. For this reason, he 
doesn’t feel strongly about which 
system a city should have. 

“If you want a certain sys¬ 
tem—have it. I try pot to impose 
what is my style on a council.” 

A good administrator, he said, 
should be presenting various’'op¬ 
tions to a council, and he should 
give his own recommendation. But 


that recommendation is a person¬ 
al view that should be separate 
from the listed options. 

“Our job is to see that the 
information and advice is good. 
Decision-making is society’s job, 
through their elected officials.” 

He said that more and more he 
has seen social and political issues 
playing a part in decision-making 
in local government. 

. “There is a trend away from 
hard services—bridges and , 
roads—to human services.” 

“Local government is more than 
just pothole issues these days.” 

Boxwell, 48, a native of Ireland, 
spent his first years in municipal 
administrations in the hard ser¬ 
vices. He is a professional engineer 
and has worked on various engi¬ 
neering projects, both public and 
private. 

However, in his 24 years’ experi¬ 
ence in municipal government, he 
has discovered that his key to 
success is stressing the human ele¬ 
ment. 

An important part of this is 
simply listening, he said. 

“You have to stop and listen, and 
sometimes you have to do this very 
consciously.” 

One city Nanaimo council mem¬ 
ber has remarked that the new 
administrator has a record of 
being able to work with difficult 
councils. 

Asked if this were true, Boxwell 
laughed, trying to find an answer 
that would be both honest and not 
offend the sensibilities of Moncton 
officials. 

“Moncton is a very human place. 
Any time you have people together, 
you have human relations prob¬ 
lems. 

“Often you have issues blow up 
that turn out to not be the issue 
itself, but the personalities in¬ 
volved.” 

The new Nanaimo administrator 
regards his post as one a person 
holds for a few years, not a life¬ 
time. He was in Moncton four 
years. Five to seven years is prob¬ 
ably about the maximum amount 
of time an administrator can 
usually serve in one city, he said. 

Because of his pro-change atti¬ 
tude, the Boxwell family has found 
itself moving more often than 
average. And, because of that* he 
said, the entire family will adapt 
quickly to the move to Nanaimo. 

His wife Marilyn, five children, 
two dogs and one cat will quickly 
find their own Nanaimo niches, he 
predicted. 

He stressed that the decision to 
move was a family one, and that hi' 
wife, who is active in the fields of 
criminal justice, journalism and 
philosophy, will find her own pro¬ 
fessional place in Nanaimo, sepa¬ 
rate from his reputation as top city 
staff member. 

Being the man at the top often 
focuses the attention of both the 
public and the elected officials on 
the city administrator, with com¬ 
plaints of things not done or done 
poorly. 

How does Boxwell feel about the 
pressure? 

“It’s a mixture of joys and 
heartbreak. But I like to have a 
challenge.”

It’s been slow but it’s been 
steady. 

That remains a fair as¬ 
sessment of the progress 
being made by harness-rac¬ 
ing at Sandown, now only 
two days away from the end 
of its second summer-long 
meeting. 

Attendance at the about- 
to-end 65-day meeting is up 
only slightly over last year, 
but there has been a sharp 
increase in wagering and 
there is more reason to be 
encouraged than disappoint¬ 
ed. 

That’s the feeling of Jim 
(The Younger) Keeling, gen¬ 
eral-manager of Sandown 
Raceway, who labels the 
1979 meeting “a modest suc¬ 
cess” and is looking ahead to 
making the improvements 
which he feels are needed 
before the standardbreds 
can show a profit. 

“Looking back on the sum¬ 
mer the two things that stand 
out in my mind are the qual¬ 
ity of racing we had and the 
tremendous increase in 
knowledge our fans dis¬ 
played about the sport of 
harness-racing,” Keeling 
said Thursday. 

“Several knowledgeable 
visiting horsemen and track 
operators were surprised at 


the quality of the horses 
here, and even the lowest 
claimers ran true to form for 
the most part. I don’t keep 
statistics on this but I'm cer¬ 
tain there were as many 
photos needed to separate 
horsfcs this summer as you 
will find at any track any¬ 
where.” 

Betting has been almost 
exactly what had been anti¬ 
cipated. Before the meeting 
started, Keeling predicted 
that the daily average would 
be between $95,000 and $100,- 
ooo, and the final figure will 
be in the vicinity of $98,000. 

“This,” said Keeling, “ is a 
22 per cent gain over last 
year and one of the biggest 
increases of any track in 
Canada, but we raced more 
races per day for part of the 
summer and new tracks can 
be expected to grow more 
quickly than established 
tracks. Our attendance gain 
has been only about two 
per cent, and I’m convinced 
that to improve on that we 
must engage in a long-term 
program of capital Improve¬ 
ments to bring Sandown fa¬ 
cilities up to the standards 
that people demand today.” 

Among the first facilities 
to be upgraded will be the 
tote system. It will be a com¬ 
puterized tote which will 


permit all types of betting at 
all windows, including the 
popular Triactor, and also 
give out instantaneous odds 
and pay-offs. 

“We are also going to pro¬ 
vide video equipment, with 
sound, that will be capable of 
showing the replays in 
color,” Keeling added. “We 
are going to improve the ac¬ 
cess roads, washrooms and 
the lounge and will probably 
install mutuel machines in 
the lounge.” 

He said that no final deci¬ 
sion had been yet made on 
the construction of a half- 
mile track, but that if one is 
built it will be inside the 
present five-furlong strip 
and will be for the exclusive 
use of harness-racing. 

“Long-range plans,” he 
concluded, “are for a club¬ 
house that will either be part 
of a new grandstand or be¬ 
side the existing grandstand, 
which would be renovated. 
And the backstretch area 
will have to be enlarged and 
improved.” 

On the track Thursday, 
Joe Hudon and Keith Linton 
marked time in their close 


struggle for meet driving 
honors, Shirley Mohawk pro¬ 
vided a surprise and Smok¬ 
ing Ellen was the most im¬ 
pressive. 

A three-year-old filly with 
obvious potential, Smokin 
Ellen, with Dave Jungquist 
at the reins for the first time, 
handled best-ever opposition 
with a fine stretch run in the 
sixth race. The time of 2:05 
1/5 was one and two-fifths 
seconds better than the w in¬ 
ner’s previous best and only 
a fifth of a second slower 
than turned in by winner 
Spotlight Jim in the feature 
race. 

Shirley Mohawk, making 
it in the late yards in the fifth 
race, provided the biggest 
straight payoff ($19.40) and 
combined with the 4-1 Mon- 
tecristo Chip for an $89,50 
Exactor. 

Linton, who regained the 
lead momentarily by win¬ 
ning the first race, didn't 
make the first three in his 
other three drives and re- 
-mained three percentage- 
points behind Hudon. who 
had a last-race win and two 
place finishes in five starts.

“There’s a strong rumor 
going around the NASL, ABC 
and Warner Communica¬ 
tions. that they all failed to 
send us the script to lose so 
the Cosmos could be in the 
Soccer Bowl,” said Waiters, 
the Vancouver coach. 

“The attraction of the Cos¬ 
mos is good to sell the game. 
But they have an ambition to 
become the best club in the 
world and they need compe- 
tition from within the 
league. This also shows that 
a chequebook doesn’t an¬ 
swer all prayers. It’s defini¬ 
tely a team game." 

Which is just how the 


Whitecaps play the game. 

Their goalie, Phil Parkes, 
was superb allowing only 29 
goals in 29 regular-season 
games and stymied the Cos¬ 
mos in the final shootout that 
doomed the two-time de¬ 
fending champions.

as developed by Atomic En¬ 
ergy of Canada and as con¬ 
structed and operated by On¬ 
tario Hydro have proven to 
be safe, very dependable and 
economically feasible and 
should be given most serious 
consideration." 

The brief says, “special 


consideration should con¬ 
tinue to be given to the 
development of nuclear 
power with a plant situated 
on Vancouver Island be¬ 
cause there continues to be a 
relatively high growth of de¬ 
mand for electrical power on 
the Island; the supply of nat¬ 


ural gas and Alberta pro¬ 
duced petroleum is much 
more expensive . . . (and 
because) the underwater 
cable transmission of 
power ... is difficult to ob¬ 
tain and expensive.”. 

It says "nuclear energy 
offers great potential as an 
economic energy source for 
the foreseeable future” and 


recommends that “the ap¬ 
plication of nuclear energy 
should be actively studied by 
B.C. Hydro. 

“Adverse publicity on nu¬ 
clear energy should be coun¬ 
tered with an appropriate 
public educational program 
presenting the best informa¬ 
tion available,” it says. 

B.C. Hydro chairmaA Ro¬ 


bert Bonner has said Hydro 
is keeping an eye on nuclear 
development. 

Premier Bennett has said 
repeatedly that nuclear 
power is not needed now and 
will not be in the foreseeable 
future. 

The NDP is vigorously op¬ 
posed to nuclear develop¬ 
ment of any kind.

Five die, one hurt 


unification in flaming crash 

reviewers 
appointed 


OTTAWA (CP) — Defence 
Minister Allan McKinnon 
has named a five-man group 
to investigate armed forces 
unification, an explosive 
issue that split the forces 
more than to years ago. 

McKinnon told a news con¬ 
ference Thursday he was 
virtually certain to support 
whatever conclusion the 
study group reached—either 
for or against an integrated 
military force. 

The report is to be submit¬ 
ted to McKinnon by Jan. 31. 
The minister said he would 
then discuss the document 
with cabinet and table the 
report in the Commons be¬ 
fore next summer. 

George Fyffe, executive 
vice-president of Digital 
Methods Ltd. and a former 
naval officer, will head the 
independent inquiry. Other 
members include Albert Le- 
gault, head of the Quebec 
centre of international stu¬ 
dies at Laval University; 
Harriet Critehley, a Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia pro¬ 
fessor; retiring Major-Gen. 
P.A. Neatby, deputy com¬ 
mander of Canada's mobile 


command at St. Hubert, 
Que., and retired Lt.-Col. 
Earl Olmstead of Ottawa. 

McKinnon said he and the 
study group had open minds 
on the issue and would not 
say where they stood when 
the unification debate erupt¬ 
ed in the mid-1960s. 

Paul Hellyer, who intro¬ 
duced unification when he 
was defence minister in the 
Pearson government, said 
Thursday that he stood by 
the policy, and would do it 
again. 

Hellyer, who later left the 
Liberal party for the Conser¬ 
vatives, said the inquiry it¬ 
self might have a bad effect 
on armed forces morale. 

An internal defence de¬ 
partment study this year 
pronounced unification a 
success. The military was 
more efficient than it was, 
though some still questioned 
whether unification would 
stand the test of war, the 
study said. 

McKinnon said the depart¬ 
ment’s study was “self-serv¬ 
ing,” in that it was carried

‘bullying’ tactics

Ross Cameron, the former 
union leader who is now 
chief negotiator for the B.C. 
Systems Corp., accused the 
B.C. Government Em¬ 
ployees’ Union Thursday of 
trying to force him out of his 
job. 

“What they are trying to 
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do is get me fired—to put 
enough pressure on the cor¬ 
poration to have me re¬ 
moved from my post,” said 
Cameron, who served as 
president of the Victoria 
Firefighters Union before 
moving into his manage¬ 
ment job. 

His comments came as the 
bell sounded for round two 
Thursday in the BCGEU’s 
continuing slugfest with the 
Crown corporations. 

This time it has called for a 
strike vote by employees of 
the systems corporation at a 
time when it is getting ready 
to count the strike vote that 
has been completed by em¬ 
ployees of the B.C. Buildings 
Corp. 

The result of the BCBC 
vote, involving 1,200 em¬ 
ployees, should be known by 
tonight. 

Earlier, the union gave the 
Colonist the copy of a 
“leaked” document which it 
said was proof that Cameron 
was planning the training of 
management personnel as 
“strikebreakers” in the 
event of job action. 

Cameron said it had noth¬ 
ing to do with strikebreak¬ 
ing. He said a contingency 
plan was being formulated 
so that there wouldn’t be an 
interruption to the Issuance 
of welfare cheques for the 
elderly. 

Thursday, BCGEU gen¬ 
eral secretary John Fryer 
announced that talks had 
broken down and that the 
union was applying for the 
services of a mediator, as 
well as calling for a strike 
vote. 

“The corporation has em¬ 
ployed a so-called ex-union 
leader as their chief negotia¬ 
tor,” said Fryer in a pre¬ 
pared statement that at¬ 
tacked Cameron without 
identifying him by name. 


CAMPBELL RIVER 
(CP) — Five persons 
were killed Thursday 
when a light plane 
crashed on takeoff from 
Shoal Harbor on Gilford 
Island north of Campbell 
River. 

Dead are pilot Paul Smith. 
51. of Quadra Island, and 
passengers Morris Garry 
Mitchell of Courtenay, E. 
Batterbury, Ann Halliday 
and Andy Britsas, all of Van¬ 
couver Island. Police did not 
give their hometowns. 

The lone survivor was 
Marcel Lepage of Port Al- 
berni, who was listed in seri¬ 
ous condition in Vancouver 
GeneraJ Hospital with se¬ 
vere burns. 

Cause of the crash has 
not been determined, al¬ 
though Transport Canada 
officials were reported to 
have completed their in¬ 
vestigation at the crash 
site. 

The plane belonged to 
Gulf-Air Aviation Ltd. of 
Campbell River and was on 
what another pilot, Robert 
Pogue, described as the 8 
a.m. run to logging camps on 
the mainland coast opposite 
northern Vancouver Island 
when it crashed about 95 ki¬ 
lometres north of Campbell 
River near the Weldwood of 
Canada logging camp at 
Shoal Harbor. 

Pogue said the aircraft 
made scheduled stops as far 
as 110 kilometres north of 
Campbell River and was on 
its way back when the acc¬ 
ident occurred about 10:30 
a.m. 

First news of the crash 
came from the logging 
camp. A paramedic team 
airlifted the injured survivor 
to Port Hardy before the 
mercy flight to Vancouver. 

An RCMP helicopter with 
two officers from the Alert 
Bay detachment went to the 
crash site. 

Pogue said the aircraft, 
which held a maximum of 
six passengers, had been in 
service about five months 
and had not logged many air 
miles during that time. 

Meanwhile, the U.S. Coast 
Guard joined Canadian 
search planes in the hunt for 
an American-registered 
blue-and-white Cessna 206. 
missing on a flight from 
Smithers to Victoria with 
three people aboard. 

The pilot was identified as 
Philip Hardin of San Jose, 
Calif. The passengers were 
Ray McDonald of San Rafael 
and Dan Bailard of Vallejo, 
both in California. 

The plane left Smithers 
about 1:30 p.m. Wednesday 
bound for Pat Bay Airport 
via Prince Rupert. 

The search began Wedne- 


day night when a T-33 jet 
from CFB Comox tried to 
pick up signals from the 
missing plane’s emergency 
locater transmitter. 

Thursday’s all-out search 
involved civilian aircraft 
from the Provincial Emer¬ 


gency Program units at 
Prince Rupert and Terrace 
as well as a Buffalo aircraft, 
a long-range Argus patrol 
aircraft and a Tracker from 
Comox, and a C-130 and 
large helicopter from the 
U.S. Air Force. 


A second search was still 
going on for a helicopter with 
a U.S. pilot aboard reported 
missing Sunday on a flight 
from Fort Nelson to Pen- 
hold, Alta. 

No trace has been found of 
the helicopter.

Nagging question: 
can leaders lead?

Thursday’s half-day wild¬ 
cat strike on one of two main 
B.C. Ferry routes left a wor¬ 
risome question unanswered 
as both sides prepared for a 
first meeting today with in¬ 
dustrial inquiry commis¬ 
sioner Clive McKee: 

Can the leaders of the 
2,600-member B.C. Ferry 
and Marine Workers Union 
control the membership? 

Union president Shirley 
Mathieson says it was the 
“hard work" of four top offi¬ 
cers that ended the unauth¬ 
orized action at Nanaimo 
and Horseshoe Bay a few 
hours after it started. 

But no one seemed able to 
guarantee that there 
wouldn’t be other outbreaks 
in spite of the union's plan to 
withhold official strike ac¬ 
tion for the time being. 

“The question that has to 
be asked," said one of the 
principals in the dispute, “is 
whether the leaders have 
lost control of the member¬ 
ship.” 

There had been earlier in¬ 
dications that "radical” ele¬ 


ments within the union 
would instigate a walkout at 
Nanaimo’s Departure Bay. 
But when that failed to ma¬ 
terialize several days ago, 


Carter 
to visit 
Canada 

WASHINGTON (CP) — 
President Carter is expected 
to pay his first official visit 
to Canada early in Novem¬ 
ber for talks with Prime 
Minister Clark. Canadian 
embassy officials said 
Thursday. 

The most likely dates for 
the Carter visit are Nov. 9 
and 10, the officials said. 
They stressed, however, that 
the dates were not yet firm. 

Carter has had a standing 
invitation to visit Canada for 
some time, embassy offi¬ 
cials said, and the invitation 
was renewed by Clark at the 
recent Tokyo economic sum¬ 
mit meeting.

OTTAWA (UPC) — En¬ 
ergy Minister Ray Hnaty- 
shyn said Thursday the Lib¬ 
erals and New Democrats 
would have to "bear the 
consequences” of an elec¬ 
tion if they toppled the mi¬ 
nority Conservative govern¬ 
ment over Pctro-Canada. 

Hnatyshyn said before a 
cabinet meeting that the fed¬ 
eral government was con¬ 
vinced Canadians "want a 
stake" in the oil industry by 
having the government- 


owned oil firm sold to pn 
vale interests. 

Both the Liberal and New 
Democratic opposition have , 
angrily vowed to bring down 
the minority government if 
the company is sold. 

But Social Credit leader 
Fabien Roy said Thursday 
his party would side with the 
government in any vote of 
confidence over the Petro- 
C’anada issue. 

He said the government's- 
decision to sell off sections 
of the crown-owned corpora 
tion conformed with his 
party’s policies.

the word was that the union's 
leaders had managed to 
squelch the move. 

Since then, the leadership 
has faced two problems: a 
general restlessness of ferry 
workers awaiting a new con¬ 
tract, and efforts of politic¬ 
ally motivated radicals to 
set off a premature walk¬ 
out.

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NEW YORK (AP) — Po¬ 
lice said Thursday that 
David Kennedy, 24-year-old 
son of assassinated U.S. Sen¬ 
ator Robert Kennedy, was 
attempting to buy cocaine 
shortly before becoming in¬ 
volved In an incident in Man¬ 
hattan’s Harlem district. 

Kennedy has alleged that 
he was attacked and robbed 
during a chance encounter 
with two men. 

“The kid is known as White 
James,” said a city police 
narcotics division source, 
who asked not to be named. 

"He was brought up to the 
area months ago by a black 
dude and said his name was 
James. But they got so many 
Jameses up here they put the 
tag White James on him, for 
obvious reasons." 

The source said that Ken¬ 
nedy got into an argument 
with a pusher over payment 
for cocaine but police ar¬ 
rived before any drugs ac¬ 
tually changed hands. 

The Post newspaper 
claimed that Kennedy ad¬ 
mitted to police that he was 
in the shabby Shelton Plaza 
hotel to buy drugs and quot¬ 
ed him as saying, "Please,

this can’t get in the press. I 
just want to get a plane to 
Hyannis.” Hyannis Port. 
Mass., is the summer home 
of the Kennedy clan on Cape 
Cod. 

The police narcotics 
source denied that young 
Kennedy made any incri¬ 
minating statement. 


Biggest volcano 
deadly for three 


TOKYO (AP) — Mount 
Aso, the world’s largest vol¬ 
cano and a spectacular draw 
for tourists in southern 
Japan, suddenly turned kill¬ 
er Thursday, erupting in a 
shower of rock that killed 
three people and injured 16 
others, two seriously. 

The dead were a middle- 
aged Tokyo couple and a 
honeymooning high school 
teacher, whose bride was 
seriously hurt. 

The tourists, most of 
whom rode up by cable car to 
view one of the crater’s vol¬ 
canic cones, had nowhere to 
run from the deadly rocks. 


Some who fled back into the 
cable car shed were injured 
when rocks came crashing 
through the roof. 

The crater of the 1,600- 
metre-high Mount Aso. on 
Japan's southermost island 
of Kyushu, is the world's big¬ 
gest, measuring 27 kilo¬ 
metres north to south and IK 
kilometres east to west. Five 
cones dot the huge crater, 
but only one, Nakadake 
Peak, remains active. 

The tourists had ridden up 
to Aso’s Naraodake Peak for 
a look at Nakadake, about 
250 metres away., 


Fantasy-game cult confuses search 


EAST LANSING, Mich. (UPI) — An investigator 
hired to find a missing 16-year-old computer genius said 
Thursday he thought the boy was dead, but others searched 
for him in tunnels that are the sanctum of a fantasy-game 
cult. 

William Dear heads a Texas-based team of five private 
investigators hired by the parents of Michigan State 
University student James Dallas Egbert III. 

The precocious computer science sophomore was last 
seen Aug. 15 in his dormitory cafeteria. Campus police 
and private investigators have been searching for him. 

The search focused Thursday on steam tunnels that may 
have been the site of an elaborate, fantasy role-playing game 
called Dungeons and Dragons, which has developed a cult of 
followers. 

Left in the dorm room of the Dayton, Ohio, native was 
a thumbtack-studded bulletin board which could be a 


map—perhaps of the fantasy "dungeon” in which he went 
off to seek adventure. 

Also in the room was a suicide note, but experts indicate 
it was not written by Egbert. 

Richard Riddle, another investigator, said the team 
believed Egbert was dead because of the note, the unu¬ 
sually neat condition of his dorm room and his “involve¬ 
ment with other activities.” 

Dear said Egbert was active in the local homosexual 
community. 

Investigator Jim Hock said there was a “vague similar¬ 
ity” between the pattern of MSU’s steam tunnels and the 
bulletin board diagram left In Egbert's room, although the 
map would be upside down and out of proportion. 

Hock said there were indications that MSU students 
who played Dungeons and Dragons sometimes acted it 
out in the basements of university buildings and intercon¬ 


necting steam tunnels. The tunnels have been seached 
without success, but Hock said they were being checked 
again. 

The Dungeons and Dragons game, a popular amal¬ 
gam of fantasy and role-playing, apparently had widgly 
varying rules, Hoek said. The dungeons were created by a 
dungeon-master, who populated them with such monsters as 
gelatinous cubes and doppelgangers and made them en¬ 
ticing with hidden treasures. 

"It’s my understanding that these people up here are 
playing it in the basement of the student union building and 
interconnecting steam tunnels,” Hock said. 

"They travel these as a party, role-playing verbally 
and kind of physically acting out this fantasy.” 

Some participants at a science fiction convention in 
Kentucky said they might have seen Egbert at a Dungeons 
and Dragons convention last month in Wisconsin.

Selling precision astro¬ 
nomical instruments to 
Switzerland has to be a 
tougher job than moving 
the proverbial Wals to 
Newcastle. 

But that’s just what 
Victoria’s Scott Plastics 
Ltd. has done. 

Two image slicers, 
which astronomers use in 
spectroscopic analysis of 
stars, are nearing com¬ 
pletion in the tool shop of 
the plant, located at 25 
Erie in James Bay. 

They are destined for 
telescopes at the Europe¬ 
an Southern Observatory 
in Switzerland. 

Blayney Scott, presi¬ 
dent of the 27-year-old 
company, which is best 
known for its line of 
maritime products, men¬ 
tioned the Swiss deal 
after inviting reporters 
to the presentation of a 


newly-designed specto- 
graph to Dr. Jack Mac- 
Connell, staff astron¬ 
omer of the Venezuela 
National Observatory. 

The spectograph, de¬ 
veloped by Dr. Harvey 
Richardson, George 
Brealey and Ernie Pfan- 
nenschmidt of the Do¬ 
minion Astrophysical 
Observatory in Saanich, 
was custom-built by ma¬ 
chinists and toolmakers 
at Scott Plastics. 

At first glance it might 
seem odd for a firm in¬ 
volved in casting plastic 
to be building precision 
instruments with error 
margins of less than 
three one-thousandths of 
an inch and within l/60th 
of a degree of arc. 

But, as Scott explained, 
since the company has to 
make its own moulds for 
the plastic injection pro¬ 
cesses, the high-technol¬ 
ogy followthrough was a 
logical step, particularly

in view of the fact that 
the observatory with its 
brains trust is only a 
few miles away. 

“It’s one of the many 
ways in which Cana¬ 
dians—and specifically 
Victorians—get some of 
their research tax dollars 
back,” he said. 

The spectrograph took 
about 1,600 hours of ma¬ 
chining time to build and 
carries a basic price tag 
of about $70,000. 

That doesn’t include 
ancillary equipment such 
as the power supply, the 
optics or the coatings on 
the lenses. 

The complex bits and 
pieces were machined 
under supervision of 
Tony Wagner. Most were 
can ed out of solid blocks 
of aluminium and were 
given a non-reflecting 
matte black anodized 
coating by Wescraft Alu¬ 
minium in Central Saan¬ 
ich. 


The electronics were 
also built in Victoria. 

Venezuela’s MacCon¬ 
nell said the observatory, 
located at Merida, inland 
from the coast, had a 
one-metre telescope to 
which the off-axis spec¬ 
trograph will be at¬ 
tached. 

He said the Venezuelan 
government had looked 
all over the world for the 
best source of equipment 
and was advised to buy 
Canadian. 

Scott Plastics has the 
licence for the crown pa¬ 
tent on the Richardson- 
developed astronomical 
image slicers, which ef¬ 
fectively double the size 
of a telescope's lens in 
analysing the speetrums 
of stars. 

More than 20 have been 
custom-built for such ob¬ 
servatories as Kitt Peak 
in the U.S., and in Po¬ 
land, Greece, Sweden 
and Hawaii. 


Winnie’s tree 
in fine shape 
50 years later 


Inscription on bronze plaque at base of tree

The trim, healthy English 
hawthorn tree growing near 
the Heywood Avenue soccer 
pitch in Beacon Hill Park is a 
living link with a memorable 
visit to Victor!a‘50 years 
ago. 

A small plaque at the base 
of the tree has a brief in¬ 
scription: “The Right Hon¬ 
ourable Winston L. S. Chur¬ 
chill planted this tree Sept. 6, 
1929.” 

Churchill had ended a 
month-long tour of Canada 
with a three-day visit to Vic¬ 
toria that set the town agog 
and provided reporters with 
pages of copy. 

Described in the Colonist 
at the time as “the late Chan¬ 
cellor of the Exchequer of 
Great Britain and one of 
the Empire’s most eminent 


statesmen,” Churchill ar¬ 
rived here on Wednesday, 
Sept. 4, 1929, accompanied 
by his son Randolph, his 
brother, Major John Chur¬ 
chill and his son John. The 
party stayed at Government 
House. 

The famous Churchillian 
energy was much in evi¬ 
dence on the first day of his 
stay here. 

He visited the Legislature, 
toured the naval base and 
drydock in Esquimau, read 
charts by Captain James 
Cook and political letters by 
Pitt the Younger in the Ar¬ 
chives, and was guest of 
honor at a dinner at Govern¬ 
ment House that night. 

The next day he made a 
luncheon speech on the state 
of the British Empire to the 
Canadian Club at the Em¬ 
press Hotel. Newspaper ac¬ 


counts told of his “brilliant 
oration” and “masterly ex¬ 
position.” 

Churchill received “a tu¬ 
multuous reception when he 
arose to address the vast 
audience,” the Colonist Fri¬ 
day morning edition report¬ 
ed of the Thursday luncheon 
event. “Waves of applause 
and cheers greeted him.” 

Churchill delivered a 
lengthy talk on European 
and world politics, stressing 
the importance of the Royal 
Navy in the Common¬ 
wealth. 


He drew loud cheers when 
he gave his impressions of 
Victoria: “Where else could I 
look for a better . . . culmi¬ 
nation of my tour than here 
in Victoria, where I am re¬ 
minded on every side of the 
small island from which I 
started out? . . .” 

The last day of his visit— 
Friday, Sept. 6—was equally 
busy. Churchill and his party 
motored over the Malahat in 
the morning, visited Christ 
Church Cathedral in the 
early afternoon and then 


proceeded to the “Mayor's 
Grove” at the park where 
Churchill planted an Eng¬ 
lish hawthorn (may) sap¬ 
ling. 

It was the last thing he did 
on his 1929 visit to Victoria 
before boarding the 4:30 p.m 
Seattle-bound steamer for 
the start of his return jour¬ 
ney to England. 

Fifty years have passed 
and a now-mature tree 
stands in splendor by the 
playing field, a tangible re¬ 
membrance of that visit.

Pity Dr. Richard Allsopp. 

The West Indian linguist has a task which is, under the 
best of circumstances, a difficult one: getting a handle 
on a language and capturing it in a dictionary. 

THE LANGLAGE he is working with is English, not 
the most regular of languages. Furthermore, the language 
he wishes to put into a dictionary is not just English but 
Caribbean English, a form of English as rich in its variations 
from the Queen’s as the history of the Caribbean. 

The Spanish, French, Dutch and English have all 
left their marks on the language as well as the history 
of the West Indies, a collection of former European co¬ 
lonies splashed around the rim of the Caribbean Sea. In 
addition. Africans who came there as slaves tossed their 
tribal dialects, vocabularies and syntax into the bubbling 
linguistic pot, which was spiced by the many new words 
necessary to describe the rich flora and fauna of the 
region. 

WHILE MANY of the words in Caribbean English 
might seem perfectly understandable to the average Ca¬ 
nadian, their meanings are actually considerably differ¬ 
ent from what we know, Allsopp said during an inter¬ 
view at the linguistics department at the University of 
Victoria. A box to a Guyanan is not a crate. It is what a 
Belizan might call a syndicate. Still don’t know what it is? 
Try pardner, like a Jamaican. 

Each of those words means something different in 
Canada, but in the West Indies they all mean the same thing. 
On the other hand, none of them describes what it suggests to 
a Canadian. Try that for a puzzle. 

In fact, there is no word in Canadian English to de¬ 
scribe the mysterious object: a fund to which several 
people contribute each week, with the “pot” (what Cana¬ 
dians would understand by that word) going to each contribu¬ 
tor in turn. It’s a West Indian form of savings account, and 
box, syndicate, and pardner do not exhaust its names. 
Barbadians call it a meeting-turn, Trinidadians a sousou. 

IN ADDITION to the fact that each island may 
use a different English word to describe the same object, 


they may sometimes use the same word to describe dif¬ 
ferent objects. A doctor bird in Barbados is not the same 
as a doctor bird in Guyana which is not a doctor bird in 
Jamaica. 

Since there is no dictionary of Caribbean English 
(Jamaican English does have its own, however), there is no 
official spelling for many words. A popular fruit is some¬ 
times an ackee, other times an akee. A peculiarly West 
Indian word is spelled jook, chuck, chock, Juck, juke, or what 
have you. Scorned by educated West Indians, the word Is 
indeed a word because it describes a particular action—an 
underhanded jabbing action—and has a wide variety of asso¬ 
ciated meanings. While other words can be applied for these 
other meanings, only jook describes them all, which makes it 
a legitimate word, Allsopp maintains. Incidentally, our word 
jukebox, a music machine in which selections are made 
by pushing buttons, is a descendant of jook. 

IF YOU KNOW FRENCH, you might just understand 
what a St. Lucian means when he accuses you of mal-parler- 
inghim. On the other hand, you might not, even If you speak 
both English and French. He is accusing you of speaking ill 
of him, from the French parler and mal, with an Eng¬ 
lish ”-ing” thrown in for good measure. 

That kind of construction is called “creole,” and 
was a form of linguistic self-defence for people such as 
the St. Lucians, whose tiny island switched from French 
to English hands and back no fewer than 14 times. As All¬ 
sopp explains It, if I speak language X and he speaks 
language Y, we may speak XY, a “pidgin" language in¬ 
corporating words from both, to each other. Our de¬ 
scendants may grow up speaking XY, but neither X 
nor Y, at which point the pidgin becomes a creole, a 
new language with its own integrity. 

ANOTHER LEGACY of colonial times is the unusual 
order in which many West Indians list their daily meals. Tea 
is the first meal of the day, and breakfast is the main midday 
meal. That comes from plantation days when everyone 
gulped a quick cup of tea before heading out to work in the 
fields in the cool of the early morning. Later in the day, when 
much of the work had been done and the sun came out, 
they sat down for a hearty breakfast. Although cus¬ 
toms have changed with the end of slavery, the language 
has not.

Allsopp notes with interest some similarities between 
Canadian and Caribbean words. 

Portage and rapids, both words of French origin in¬ 
troduced by the voyageurs to the North American lexi¬ 
con, are used in Guyana with the same meaning, as a re¬ 
sult of French settlement there. The flavorful, firebaked 
bread that gave early gold prospectors their word sourdough 
has its Guyanese counterpart in porkkpocker, for the pickled 
pork popular among South American prospectors. 

IN SPITE OF the complicated state of the lan¬ 
guage, West Indians do understand each other, just as 
an American learns to live with petrol and lift on a visit 
to London, Allsopp says. 

Nevertheless, diversity has its problems. Develop 
ment of standard examinations for English-speaking schools 
in the West Indies has been hampered by the lack of linguistic 
standards. West Indians have also had difficulty living 
completely at peace with their own language, frequently 
looking down on the local version in favor of the classic 
Oxford accent and vocabulary of their former colonial mas¬ 
ters. 

“WEST INDIANS are far less secure, culturally, 
because there has never been a dictionary of the lan¬ 


guage we speak,” Allsopp said. “No matter what a 
West Indian says, he doesn’t really know who he is, and 
most West Indians are very sensitive about their lan¬ 
guage.” 

Aided not only by an academic interest but also by 
the development of national identities in the West Indies 
and grants from the Ford Foundation, West Indian govern¬ 
ments and the Canadian International Development Re¬ 
search Centre, among others, Allsopp has been working on 
his dictionary since 1969. He visited the University of 
Victoria to get a look at its new lexicographical research 
centre and the innovative computer system used for the 
Canadian Bi lingual Dictionary project. 

RELYING ON correspondents throughout the Caribbe¬ 
an sending him examples of Caribbean English usage, 
Allsopp will organize his dictionary around quotations, many 
of them from newspapers and legal opinions, to establish the 
credibility of each word, and develop the meaning from 
there. 

That’s the reverse order of most dictionaries which put 
the meaning of the word first:, and then back it up by 
quoting references, but with Caribbean English, estab¬ 
lishing that a word is indeed a word is one of the first 
priorities, Allsopp believes.
